Am  very  Senlible  of  the  Relpeft: 
that  is  due  to  the  Profeffion,  and 
Character  of  the  Author  of  the  Let- j 
ter  againft  Inoculating  the  Small 
<Pox ;  but  am  no  lefs  fallible  of  the  Obli-

gation  I  lye  under  to  Vindicate  my  own  Re¬ 
putation,  which  a  violent  Fit  of  Sicknefs 
hath  hitherto  hinder’d  me  from  doing.  And 
I  can  do  it  with  the  more  Freedom,  be- 
caufe  I  am  confcious  to  my  felf,  that  I  be¬ 
gan  this  Pra&ice  in  England  with  the  fame 
View  to  the  j Publick  Goody  with  which,  I 
hope,  the  Learned  Author  condemns  it.  I 
mull  take  the  Liberty  to  fay,  that  allowing 
the  Doftof  s  Abilities  to  be  as  great  as  pof 
fible  in  his  own  Profeffion,  he  feems  not 
quite  fo  well  qualify’d  to  write  upon  this 
Sub) eft  5  becaufc  of  the  Narrownefsof  his- 
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Experience  (as  far  as  appears  by  his  Letter) 
and  his  partial  Credulity,  or  Incredulity  in 
Matters  of  Fad,  which  he  takes  from  others  } 
and  laftly,  bccaufc  of  ftrang Prejudices, which 
impofe  upon  his  moft  excellent  Underftand- 
ing ;  and  draw  him  into  Realonings,  which 
either  are  inconfequential,  or  conclude 
ftrongly  for  the  Pradice  of  Inoculation ,  which 
they  are  brought  to  overturn.  All  thefe,  I 
believe,  will  appear  very  plain  to  any  Im¬ 
partial  Reader,  in  the  following  Animad- 
verjions,  in  which  I  will  endeavour  to  be 
as  fhort  as  the  Subjed  will  allow. 

The  Letter  pretends  to  be  an  Admonition 
to  Phyficians  not  to  meddle  in  this  Pradice 
of  Inoculation ,  till  they  are  better  alcer- 
tain’d,  by  Experience,  of  the  Succefs  of  it : 
At  the  fame  Time,  it  is  a  moft  warm  Dif- 
fuafive,  not  only  to  Phyficians,  but  to  all 
Sorts  of  People,  not  to  pradife  it  at  all ; 
and  confequently,  to  deprive  them  of  all 
Polfibility  of  coming  by  Experience.  Would 
it  not  found  fomewhat  abfurd,  if  any  one 
Ihould  fay  to  a  young  Phyfician,  Pray,  Sir, 
don’t  Pradife  'till  you  have  Experience  ?  But 
it  is  ftill  more  fo  in  this  Cafe,  becaufe  in 
a  Pradice  that  is  entirely  to  be  laid  a  fide, 
you  can  neither  have  the  Benefit  of  your 
own,  nor  other  Peoples  Experience. 

As  to  Phyficians  meddling  with  this  Pra¬ 
dice  of  Inoculation ,  I  can  only  fay,  it  may 
f  avour  too  much  of  Novelty  to  be  bigotly 
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zealous  for  it  5  and  too  much  of  a  Faculty- 
Intereft  to  be  fo  violent  againft  it.  Phyficians 
cannot  ingraft  People  againfl;  their  own*  or 
their  Parents  Confent  5  and  a  Phyflcian  would 
be  out  of  his  Duty,  who  fhould  perfuade  them 
to  it  contrary  to  their  Inclinations  :  On  the 
other  Hand,  If  a  Perfon,  from  the  Experience 
of  the  Fatality  of  the  Small  5 Pox  in  gene¬ 
ral,  or  in  his  own  Family  in  particular, 
fhould  refolve  to  ingraft  his  Child,  any 
Phyflcian,  who  ihould  diffuade  himirom  it, 
might,  in  a  great  meafure,  be  chargeable 
with  the  fatal  Confequences  of  the  Neg- 
left  of  a  Method,  which  the  Parent  had  pro¬ 
pos'd,  as  the  only  Means  to  fave  his  Childs 
Life :  And  he  would  be  ftill  as  much  to 
blame,  if  when  the  Parent  had  refolv'd  to 
ingraft  his  Child,  he  fhould  refufe  to  attend 
him.  It  is  very  common  with  Parents,  not 
only  to  leave  their  Children  in  Houfes  in- 
fefted  with  the  Small  ‘Pox ,  but  to  bring 
them  into  the  Room,  where  their  Brethren 
or  Sifters  lye  ill  of  them  $  and  a  Parent  who 
does  fo,  conveys  the  Infeftion  to  his  Child 
as  deliberately,  and  according  to  the  Doftor, 
certainly  more  than  he,  who  orders  him  to  be 
Inoculated .  Would  it  not  then  be  equally, 
impertinent  in  the  Phyflcian  to  deny  his 
Attendance  in  either  Cafe  ? 

I  muft  put  the  Doftor  in  Mind,  that  there 
are  very  few  of  the  moft  ufeful  Difcoveries 
in  Phyfick,  that  have  not  been  ftrenuoully 
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oppos’d  by  many  of  the  Faculty  upon  their 
firft  Appearance.  There  is  extant  a  Decree 
of  the  College  of  Phyficians  at  ‘Paris,  a- 
gainft  the  Ufe  of  Antimonial  Vomits  :  It 

were  eafy  to  affign  many  Inltances  of  the 
like  Nature.  '  • 

A.s  the  Doctor  is  furpriz’d,  that  an  Ex¬ 
periment,  praclis  d  only  by  a  few  ignorant 
IVomen,  among  ft  an  illiterate  and  unthinking 
People,  fbould  on  a  Sudden,  and  upon  a  f  en¬ 
der  Experience,  fo  far  obtain  in  one  of  the 
P oliteft  Nations  in  the  World,  as  to  be  receiv’d 
info  the  Royal  Palace.  I  hope  he  has  not 
forgot,  that  the  Practice  of  Curing  Inter, 
mitting  Fevers  by  the  Bark,  was  intro- 
duc  d  of  a  Sudden,  by  a  barbarous  Indian, 
if  not  into  the  Royal  Family,  into  the  Family 
of  a  Viceroy ;  and  thence  tranfmitted  to  us. 

Page  7.]  The  Blood  of  the  Englifh  if 
we  fpeak  of  it  as  National,  is  the  Product 
op  toe  richeft  Dyet,  & c.  Ergo,  to  bring  ’em 
to  a  fpare  Dyet  before  they  have  the  Small 
Pox,  mult  be  extremely  dangerous  and  hurt¬ 
ful.  This  mult  be  the  Doctor’s  Conclufion  : 
mine,  I  own,  would  be  the  direct  contradi¬ 
ctory.  Ifthelnflammatory  State  of  the  Blood, 
arifing  from  the  Richnefs  of  the  Dyet,  makes 
the  Smallpox  in  England  very  mortal ;  That 
Practice,  which  either  takes  the  Advantage 
of  a  contrary  State  of  tire  Blood,  or  by°a 

Spare  Dyet  introduces  it,  mult  be  benefi¬ 
cial.  :

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Page  s.]  Thefineft ,  the  moft  Volatile ,  and 
indeed ,  Inftenfible  T articles  of  the  Animal 
Juices,  are  the  moft  penetrating,  and  conje - 
quently  the  moft  contagious .  And  for  the 
fame  Reafon,  the  moft  noxious :  Does  it 
follow  therefore,  To  convey  the  Infediqn 
by  the  grower  and  fenfible  Parts,  niuft  be  ex¬ 
tremely  unfit  and  dangerous  ?  I  confe%  I 
fhould  have  inferr'd  the  contrary. 

The  Symptoms  are  more  or  lefts,  and  the 
THftemper  appears  in  a  greater,  or  a  lefts 
' Degree ,  according  to  the  State  oft  the  Blood 
at  the  Time  of  Infection,  Therefore  the  Pra- 
dice  of  Inoculation  is  highly  to  be  encou¬ 
raged,  becaufe  it  either  finds,  or  puts  the 
Blood  into  a  good  State,  before  the  Infe- 
dion.j  feems  to  be  a  more  natural  Conclu- 
hon,  than  the  contrary  One. 

Page  io.]  If  we  could  be  affturd,  that  the 
TDiftemper  would  not  be  eo[%ally  uncertain  by 
Inoculation,  according  to  the  Nature  ofthq 
Injected  Matter ,  or  the  T>iftpofttion  of  the 
Fluids,  in  the  Terfton  who  receives  it  s  fo 
that  it  would  constantly  prove  oft  the  mild - 
eft  Kind,  Inoculation  would,  no  doubt,  be 
a  very  rational  and  ufteful  Trail  ice.  The 
Dodor  furely  will  not  affirm,  that  a  Perfon 
Inoculated  is  equally  uncertain  of  the  Cir- 
cumftances  mention'd,  with  one  who  catch¬ 
es  the  Small  Box  by  the  common  Way  of 
Infedion.  Firft,  He  may  be  afford,  if  the 
Inoculation  takes  Place,  of  the  Time  when 

he 
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fie  Hi  all  have  the  Small  T  ox.  Secondly  ,  That 
he  has  not  the  Infedion  by  the  infenfible 
Particles,  which  the  Dodor  owns  to  be  the 
moft  contagious  5  or  which  is  near  the  fame 
Thing,  convey  the  Contagion  the  .ftrongeft. 
Thirdly He  may  be  as  fure,  as  his  Operator 
is  carefhl,  that  he  is  infeded  by  a  favour¬ 
able  Kind.  And,  Fourthly ,  He  may  be  much 
more  fure  of  the  Difpofition  of  his  Fluids, 
than  a  Perfon  who  catches  them  by  Chance, 
after  a  Surfeit,  or  a  Debauch :  And  after  all 
this,  he  may  be  aflur'd,  if  he  has  not  abfo<* 
lute  Certainty,  (which,  I  believe,  one  has 
hardly  in  Blood-letting)  that  he  has  a  much 
greater  Probability  to  efcape,  which  is  fuffi- 
cient  Ground  for  human  Prudence  to  ad 
upon :  If  the  Dodor  will  deny  thofe  Things, 
I  think  it  is  Folly  to  reafon  upon  this  Sub¬ 
fed  any  longer :  And  if,  as  the  Dodor  fays. 
Inoculation  may  be  a  more  uncertain  Me¬ 
thod  to  give  the  Contagion ,  than  that  which 
Hature  has  purfu’d  $  it  may  be,  notwith- 
ftanding  that,  much  more  fafe. 

Page  11.]  The  very  Choice  that  is  made 
of  a  thick  purulent  Matter ,  to  intermix  im¬ 
mediately  with  the  Blood ,  feems  a  little  re¬ 
pugnant  to  our  Reafon,  fince  we  know,  that 
the  T  articles  have  fuch  a  different  Contex¬ 
ture,  and  fuch  different  Towers  to  At  t  raff. 
It  may  proceed  from  my  Ignorance,  or  Dul- 
nefs,  but,  I  confefs,  I  do  not  ealily  appre¬ 
hend  the  Meaning  of  this  Sentence;  Whe- 
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ther  by  the  Particles  he  means  the  Parti- 
elcs  of  purulent  Matter,  or  the  Particles  of 
Blood ;  or  whether  the  Particles  of  purulent 
Matter  have  different  attraftive  Powers,  from 
thofe  of  the  Blood,  is  not  obvious  from  the 
Confirmation  of  the  Sentence.  I  chufe  ra¬ 
ther  to  underhand  him  in  the  laft  Senfe,  be- 
caufe  he  has  afterwards  very  fagacioufly  dif- 
cover’d,  That  the  blended  Particles  of  Blood 
with  Blood ,  may ,  in  all  Reafon,  be  thought 
more  likely  to  mite ,  and  lefs  liable  to  raife 
Commotions.  But  it  happens  unluckily  in  the 
Cafe  of  Inoculation,  the  Defign  is  to  raife  a 
Commotion $  and  the  purulent  Matter,  for 
the  Reafon  mention’d  by  him,  is  fitteft  for 
that  Purpofe  5  And  his  Obfervation,  that  pur¬ 
ging  Medicines  injebled  into  the  Blood  will 
‘Purge,  does  not  prove,  that  the  Pus  of  the 
Small  Pox,  mix’d  with  the  Blood,  may  not 
raife  the  Small  Pox.  What  he  fays  in  this 
Paragraph,  as  likewife  in  the  following,  con¬ 
cerning  the  Experiment  of  the  Mangey  Dog, 
proves,  that  Pus  is  a  more  proper  Vehicle 
to  convey  Infection  than  Blood  j  I  cannot 
find  any  more  in  it. 

Page  13.]  It  never  came  into  the  Heads 
t>f  the  Pra&itioners  above-mention’d  to  raife 
Diftempers  by  Art  in  a  human  Body.  Then 
I  will  be  bold  to  lay,  it  never  came  into 
their  Heads  to  praftife  Phyfick ;  which,  con¬ 
sider'd  in  a  true  Light,  is  founded  upon  that 
fingle  Principle  of  Curing  Natural,  by  raif- 
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iflg  Artificial  ^Difeafes.  What  is  Bleeding^ 
but  an  artificial  Haemorrhagy  $  Purging,  but 
railing  an  artificial  Diarrhea  >  Does  the  Vo* 
miting  produc'd  by  a  Surfeit,  and  that  pro¬ 
cur’d  by  a  Medicine  differ  fo  much,  as  that 
the  One  muft  be  call'd  a  Difeafe,  and  the  O- 
ther  not  ?  Are  notBlifters,  Iffues,  and  Setons!, 
artificial  Impofthumations  >  I  hope  he  has 
not  forgot  the  to'  irip  ivoleiv  of  his  great  Ma¬ 
tter  Hippocrates.  The  Wounds  and  Ampu¬ 
tations  of  Surgeons,  differ  only  from  acci¬ 
dental  Ones,  by  the  Manner  and  Intention  5 
Morbus  eft  tile  corporis  flatus  qui  funEiiones 
Animates  Iredit :  And  it  may  be  likewile 
obferv’d,  that  Phylicians  produce  thofe  Di- 
feafes  in  their  Patients  often  by  Way  of 
Prevention  as  well  as  Cure;  and  in  this 
they  do  nothing  but  imitate  Nature,  which 
often  attempts  the  Cure  of  one  Difeafe  by 
another. 

Page  14.]  His  next  Argument  is  taken 
from  the  fatal  Confequences  of  this  very 
Matter  it  felf  returning  into  the  Blood ,  in 
the  very  Height  of  the  Small  Pox,  where 
there  feldom  is  a full  and  fufficient  *D  if  charge 
by  the  Skiny  &c.  One  would  imagine,  that 
the  natural  Inference  from  this,  would  be 
to  the  Advantage  of  Inoculation  $  For  if 
there  are  terrible  Symptoms,  which  arife 
from  Want  of  a  fufficient  Difcharge  of  the 
purulent  Matter  in  the  Small  Box  5  Inocu¬ 
lation)  which  provides  for  fuch  a  Difcharge, 

by 
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by  artificial  Out-lets,  muft  needs  be  ufeful  $ 
and  feems  more  proper  than  the  Blifters, 
which  the  Phyficians  apply  on  that  Occa- 
fion.  As  to  the  fatal  Confequences  ariflng  for 
Want  of  a  fufficient  "D  if  charge  upon  the  Skin, 
I  am  affraid  the  Cafe  is  quite  different  from 
what  the  Dodtor  reprefents  ;  for  the  more 
Matter  is  difcharg'd  upon  the  Skin,  the  more 
is  often  return'd  into  the  Blood  ;  witnefs  the 
confluent  Kind  of  Small  Tox,  where  the  Di£ 
charge  upon  the  Skin,  as  well  as  the  Symp¬ 
toms  arifing  from  the  Return  of  the  Mat* 
ter  into  the  Blood,  are  both  the  greateft  “ 
And  I  believe  it  will  be  found,  the  lefs  the 
Difcharge  upon  the  Skin,  the  lefs-  will  be 
the  Danger  from  thefe  Symptoms.  The  Do- 
dor  fays,  That  one  may  always  obflerve  in 
this  artificial  Method  {even  where  the  *Di - 
Jiemper  is  the  fair eft  and  mofl  kindly )  that 
the  Tuft ules  flcarce  ever  plump  up  to  that 
\ Degree ,  or  contain  flo  laudable  a  Matter >  as 
they  do  in  the  natural  Sort .  Here  is  an  odd 
Jumble  of  the  Words  always ,  flcarce  ever  : 
Suppofe  ior  flcarce  ever  one  put fleldom,  then 
the  Sentence  runs  thus;  One  may  always 
obflerve  the  Tuftules  fleldom  plump  up,  &c. 
What  happens  but  feldom,  happens  fome- 
times  5  and  to  obferve  always  That  not  to 
happen,  which  happens  fometimes,  is  odd, 
or  oddly  exprefs'd.  1  would  be  glad  to  know 
how  many  Cafes  the  Dodtor  has  obferv'd, 
to  frame  this  fo  general  a  Propofition  upon  5 
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of  the  contrary  of  which,  Hundreds  of  Per¬ 
rons  about  this  Town,  who  know  the  Di~ 
fcafe  perfectly,  have  been  Eye-Witnefles. 

Page  i  <5.]  The Doftor  forefees fome Incon- 
venieiiee  that  muft  happen;  from  thofe  vif- 
Ctd  Particles  intermixing  with  the  Blood, 
without  undergoing  the  common  Alterations 

°f  U  Put  the>r  bave  that  in  common 

\vrth  the  Volatile  and.  moft  Infenlible  “Parti¬ 
cles.  But  then  they  are  vifeid,  and  therefore, 
(according  to  the  Doftor’s  Reafoning)  don't 
convey  the  Infeftion  fo-ftrong :  But  they  oc- 
cafim  great  “Diforders ;  Not  fo  great  as  the 
infenjible  and  Volatile  1? articles.  At  laft 
they  break,  through  the  Q  lands  of  the  Skin: 
It  only  the  fmall  Quantity  of  purulent  Mat¬ 
ter,  that  mixes  with  the  Blood,  break  thro' 
the  Pores  of  the  Skin,  the  Eruption,  indeed, 
won  d  be  very  fmall  j  But  to  caule  an  Erup- 
tion  is  the  very  Intention  of  the  Operation  j 
the  Small  Pox  cannot  be  produc'd  without 
it:  And  if  the  Doctor ftlll  infills,  that  it  is 
only  hke  the  Small  Pox;  all  I  can  fay  is.  If 
he  nad  been  pleas'd  to  attend  Multitudes  of 
Oaies  of  Inoculated  Perfons,  here  and  elfe- 
where  in  England,  fince  this  Practice  began, 
he  muft  have  been  convinc'd,  that  the  Erup-

ZZs  1  If  his  Arguments  lo  far 

p  cvail  as  to  hinder  any  future  Inoculation, 
tie  muit  .or  ever  continue  in  his  Miftake ;  If 
the  Patient  recovers,  then  it  was  only  lome- 

thing 
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thing  like  the  Small  Tox -,  If  any  one  dies, 
then  to  be  fure  it  was  the  Small  Tox  catch'd 
by  Inoculation,  and  of  the  worft  Sort.  In 
this  Paragraph  it  is  no  Small  Tox-,  by  and 
by,  it  is  a  Small  Tox  fo  bad,  that  it  is  capa- 
ble  of  Jpr ending  the  Small  Pox  through  a 
whole  City  ;  and  an  artificial  ITay  ofi  depo¬ 
pulating  a  whole  Country.  This  Way- of  Ar¬ 
guing  is  a  very  plain  Proof  of  the  ftrong  Pre¬ 
judices  the  Doctor  lyes  under;  and  that  as  he 
has  taken  up  his  Opinion  early,  he  is  refolv’d 
to  defend  it  obftinately. 

Page  20.]  Tjje  Inoculators are  charg’d  with 
Atting  like  Empirics,  becaufe  they  are  not 
afcertain’d  of  the  different  SDofies  for  Chil¬ 
dren  and  Adults.  “There  does  not  feem  to 
be  any  great  Matter  in  this  Nicety,  by  Ex¬ 
perience,  as  it  Hands  hitherto  ;  a  fmall  Quan¬ 
tity  will  communicate  the  Sma-ll  Tox,  and 
a  greater  has  been  found  not  to  do  hurt  in  a- 
ny  one  Inftance.  If  the  Inoculation  is  per¬ 
form  d  by  Incifion,  the  different  Apertures 
will  anfwcr  that  Intention  :  However,  there 
is  a  great  Difference  between  recommending 
Caution,  and  forbidding  the  Practice  :  It  is 
Hill  more  ftrange  to  forbid  the  Practice,  'till 
that  is  determin’d,  which  can  only  be  found 
out  by  Practice.  According  to  this  Princi¬ 
ple,  it  had  been  impoffible  ever  to  have 
found  out  any  T  hing  in  Medicine  ;  for  he 
that  gave  the  firft  Dofe  of  a  Vomiting,  or 
Purging  Medicine,  or  of  any  other,  could 

C  2  never 
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never  be  fare  of  the  proper  Dofe  $  nay  far¬ 
ther,  according  to  this  Dodrine,  it  is  impof- 
fible  to  give  any  Body  their  firft  Dofe  of  any 
Medicine :  For  who  can  tell  what  is  the  pro¬ 
per  Dofe  for  any  particular  Perfon,  there  be¬ 
ing  often  Singularities  in  every  one's  Confu¬ 
tation?  In  all  thefe  Matters,  Mankind  ge-  . 
nerally  govern  themfelves  by  common  Senfe, 
and  ftrong  Probabilities  5  there  being  no  ab- 
folute  Certainty  in  any  human  Affairs. 

Page  25.]  The  Dodor  returns  to  his  for¬ 
mer  Point,  that  it  is  not  the  Genuine  Small 
Pox,  and  confequently  no  Security  againji  that 
\Dijeafe .  The  Matters  of  Fad  I  will  anfwer 
by  themfelves  j  all  I  fhall  fay  at  prefent  is, 
that  if  the  Symptoms  of  the  Ingrafted  Small 
<Pox  are  more  mild,  than  thole  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  Sort,  I  hope  the  Dodor  will  not  bring 
that  as  an  Obiedion  againft  the  Pradice.  I 
believe  the  Patient,  in  this  Cafe,  has  juft  as 
great  Certainty  for  not  having  the  Smallpox 
again,  as  any  other  Perfon  who  has  had  them ; 
which  is  no  abfolute  one.  Thofe  who  are  In- 
feded  by  any  Method,  I  believe,  are  much 
in  the  fame  Condition,  as  to  their  Security 
from  the  Difeafe  for  the  future  5  for  which, 

I  will  give  the  Dodor  this  one  plain  Proof, 
which  is  fufHcient  to  eftablifh  a  moral  Cer¬ 
tainty.  This  Pradice  of  Inoculation  has  been 
continu'd  for  many  Years  in  feveralCountriesi 
if  the  Inoculated  had  been  fubjed  to  catch 
the  Small  *Pox  a  fecond  Time/fomething 

of 
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©f  this  Kind  muft  have  happen'd  5  and  a  very 
few  Inftances  of  this,  muft  have  put  an  End 
to  the  whole  Pra&ice  :  For  can  any  one  ima¬ 
gine,”  that  People  in  their  Senfes  would  have 
continu'd  a  troublefome  Experiment,  which 
was  not  effedual  fpr  the  Purpofe  for  which 
it  was  defignd  >  I  will  take  the  Freedom  to 
fay,  that  this  Angle  Reflection  is  a  ftrongcr 
Proof  of  this  Point,  than  all  the  Doctor's 
Doubts  and  Suggeftions,  who  knows  nothing 
to  the  contrary  5  as  I  ftiail  Ihew  by  and 
by.  May  it  not  at  leaft  be  advifeable  to  al¬ 
low  a  Truce  in  the  Difpute,  'till  an  uncon- 
tefted  Cafe  of  that  Kind  happens  > 

Page  28.]  But,  Innoculation  does  not  al¬ 
ways  take  T* lace  and  produce  the  cDifeafe : 
is  Therefore  the  Pradice  to  be  left  off?  There 
are  fome  Perfons,  who  by  a  Speciality  of 
their  Conftitutions,  feem  hardly  fufceptible 
of  the  Diftemper  j  and  others,  who  have  had 
the  Difeafe,  but  it  has  been  miftaken,  or 
forgot.  They  °go  farther  in  Turky ,  and  af¬ 
firm,  that  the  very  running  Sores  are  a  Secu¬ 
rity  againft  the  Small  Tox.  There  may  be, 
indeed,  a  ftrong  Prefumption,  that  Perfons, 
who  have  had  fo  fevere  a  Tryal  as  Inocula¬ 
tion,  may  not  be  fufceptible  of  the  Diftemper. 
Befides, there  are  feveral  Incidents  in  perform¬ 
ing  the  Operation, which  may  not  be  carefully 
attended  to  j  if  the  Patient  has  not  the 
Small  Tox,  there  is  little  Hurt  done.  There 
tire  jfome,  whom  a  very  ftrong  Dofc  of  Phy- 
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fick  will  not  purge :  What  then  ?  muft  we 
never  afterwards  give  a  Pur°-e  > 

If  the  Dodor  s  Aphorifm,  laid  down,  Fage 
3«,  That  an  Experiment,  to  make  it  ufeful 
always  muft  be  nearly  uniform  there  muft 
be  no  fuch  Thing  as  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick  : 

unlefs  by  the  Word  nearly  he  allows  a  very 
great  Latitude.  3 

I  cannot  allow  it  as  a  folid  Argument  a- 
gain Vi  Inoculation,  that  the  French  and  Ita- 
have  not  begun  it ,  no  more,  than  that

culated.  Were  the  Dodor’s  Letter  publiih’d 

both ' k?  t0°’ a$  L£  isjn  vefy  eIegant  French, 
both  Nations,  to  be  fure,  will  be  fufficiently 

frighten  d  from  ever  attempting  this  Pradice  -

Wh*  the  Dodor  fays,  Fage  44,  of  the 

tSTJ**  *SJ°r be  &tven  t0  the  na- 
tural  Weaknejfes  of  the  Confutations  of  the 

Terfons  Inoculated,  is  a  very  proper  Cam 
tioni  and  perhaps  Mifcarriages,  if  any  fuch 
there  be,  may  be  owing  to  the  Negled  of 
it.  But,  as  I  hinted  before,  if  the  leaft  ill 
Succefs  even  in  the  moft  innocent  Branch¬ 
es  of  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick,  arifing  from 
Want  of  Care,  or  Skill,  fhould  be  a  pe™

Page  45.]  But  it  is  pojfible,  and  even  fro « 
bable,  the  Matter  of  the  Small  Pox  may 
communicate  the  ‘Difeafes  of  the  'People 
from  which  it  is  taken.  This  is  hard !  The 
DoCtor  will  fcarcely  allow,  that  the  Matter  of 
the  Small  Pox  will  communicate  the  Small 
Pox ;  but  it  is  probable,  that  it  will  commu¬ 
nicate  any  other  'Difeafe.  Gfue  vive  Thomas 
Diaphoinus,  il  n’a  Jamais  ete  vaincu  en  dif- 
fute !  How  are  we  fure,  that  the  Aliment, 
or  Drugs,  both  for  External  and  Internal  U- 
fes,  don't  communicate  the  Difeafes  ,•  nay, 
the  very  natural  Qualities  of  thofe  Animals 
from  which  they  are  taken  ?  I  think,  indeed, 
the  Election  of  wholfome  Subjects  to  Ino¬ 
culate  from ,  is  a  proper  Caution ;  but  the 
DoCtor  demands  abfolute  Certainty,  which 
cannot  be  found  in  any  human  Affair,  and 
lefs  Hill  in  any  Medical  or  Chyrurgical  Pra¬ 
ctice.  Mankind  in  all  thofe  Matters  govern 
themfelves  by  the  drongeft Probabilities;  and 
that  thefe  are  on  the  Side  of  Inoculation ,  I 
fhall  plainly  demonftrate. 

Page  j  1 .]  The  Doctor's  Argument  from 
the  jarring  Opinions  of  the  Innoculators ;  if 
all  he  fays  were  true,  is  juft  asftrong  againft 
the  Practice  of  Phyllck  in  General :  For  if 
no  Body  was  to  take  any  Medicine  'till  Do- 
Hors  ceafe  to  differ,  I  believe  the  Faculty 
would  ftarve :  May  we  not  with  more  Truth 

affirm. 
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affirm,  that  the  Anti-inoculators  (a  Word 
more  fonorous,  and  longer  l>y  two  Syllables 
than  that  of  Inoculators)  are  as  inconfiftent 
’and  changeable  in  their  Opinions  ?  One 
while  they  afferted,  that  itwasimpoffible  to 
give  the  Small  Pox  by  this  Method  $  when 
Experience  had  convinc’d  them,  fome  of ’em 
at  leaft,  of  the  Untenablenefs  of  this  Do- 
ftrine  j  then  they  allow’d,  if  it  prov’d  mor¬ 
tal,  that  it  was  the  Small  Pox  5  if  they  efca- 
ped,  to  b t  fure  they  would  have  them  again  j 
If  it  was  a  favourable  Sort,  then  there  was 
fome  inveterate  Diftemper  tranlplanted  with 
it  j  If  any  Boils  or  Impofthumations  appear’d 
at  the  going  off  of  the  *DifeaJe ,  thofe  were 
the  Effect  of  the  Inoculationy  not  the  Con- 
fequence  of  the  Small  "Pox  in  General,  or 
of  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient.  Thefe 
are  certainly,  not  the  Reafonings  of  inge¬ 
nious  and  inquifitive  Philofophers,  but  the 
Cavils  of  interefted  Dilputants  •,  and  it  would 
be  ridiculous,  for  any  Man  to  be  determin’d 
by  the  jarring  Opinions,  either  of  the  one 
Side  or  t’other. 

There  is  nothing  material  in  the  Way  of 
Argumentation,  ’till  we  come  to  Page  62. 
There  this  Practice  is  condemn’d,  as  it  tends' 
to  propagate  and  continue  an  Infeftion  in 
any  Place :  Here  again  it  is  the  Small  Pox  i 
elfe  why  fhould  it  fpread  the  Small  Pox? 

I  anfwer,  if  it  be  true,  that  the  Generality 
of  Mankind  have  the  Small  Pox  $  if  they 

are 
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lire  rare  in  fome  Years,  they  muft  be  rife  ill, 
others  5  becaufe  a  new  Stock  of  Subje&s 
fufceptiblc  of  the  Diftempcr  is  produc'd  j  and 
the  Operation  of  this  Diftemper  upon  the 
Mafs  of  Mankind  in  any  particular  Place,  is 
nearly  uniform..  When  this  general  Run  of 
the  Small  CP ox  happens ;  I  take  it  to  be  indif¬ 
ferent  to  the  Mafs  of  the.  Inhabitants  of  any 
Place  in  general,  except  in  this  one  particu¬ 
lar,  that  when  the  Difeafe  is  produc'd  by  a 
bad  Conftitution  of  Air,  as  it  is  moil:  Epide-, 
mical ,  fo  it  is  then  moll  mortal.  Now  if 
this  Diftemper  fhould  happen  to  be  propaga¬ 
ted  by  an  artificial  Method  in.  a  favourable 
Seafon,  would  not  this  be  rather  an  Advan¬ 
tage  to  Mankind  titan  otherwife  ? .  For  exam¬ 
ple,  The  Doctor  alledgeth  that  hardly  one 
of  a  hundred  hath  dy-’d  of  the  natural  Sort 
this  Year j  would  it  not  then  have  been 
highly  profitable  to  Mankind,  that  a  general 
Run  of  the  Smallpox  had  happen’d  in  fo  fa¬ 
vourable  a  Scafon ;  and  this  would  hill  ope¬ 
rate  more  ftrpngly  for  the  Benefit  of  Man¬ 
kind,  if  notohly  the  Scafon,  but  the  Method 
of  Propagation  had  ten  to  one  of  odds  of 
producing  a  mild  Sort.  So  that  this  Argu¬ 
ment  of  the  Dodfor’s  has  the  Misfortune, 
with  a  great  many  of  the  reft,  to  prove  the 
Contradkfory  of  his  Conclufion :  But  with¬ 
out  taking  the  Advantage  of  the  Doctor’s 
hardy  Afi’ertion,  that  hardly  one  of  a  hun¬ 
ched  have  dy’d  this  Year  of  the  Small  P ox  :

By  which  it  appears  that  the  ftngle  Branch  of 
Mortality  occafion'd  by  the  Small  Vox  is 
fome  Years  ~  and  in  a  Circle  of  twelve 
Years  about  t\  of  the  whole  Mortality  in  ge¬ 
neral;  For  21,788  is  near  of  274,615. 
During  this  Term  of  Years,  London  wanted 
an  Addition  of  near  22000  people  yearly  to 
keep  it  equally  full.  If  all  Mankind  had  the 
Small  Vox,  then  22000  People,  one  Year 
with  another  had  it ;  of  which  A  dy’d ;  If 

one 
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One  hall'  of  Mankind  had  the  Small  B ox  ■) 
then  i  out  of  <5,  who  had  the  Diftemper , 
dy’d  of  it.  Which,  by  the  way,  (hows  the 
Dodor  to  be  out  in  his  Calculation ;  for  if 
only  iooodie  this  Year,  as  perhaps  may  ap¬ 
pear  by  the  Bills ,  1 00,000  muft  have  been 
fick  of  the  Difiemper ,  to  make  his  Aflertion 
true,  that  one  only  of  a  hundred  dy’d:  If  he 
means  it  only  of  Children,  it  is  a  llrong  Argu¬ 
ment  for  Inoculation ,  becauie  it  allows  that 

to  be  a  favourable  Age. 

By  the  Bills  of  Mortality  of  Brejlaw  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that  the  Mafs  of  Mankind  lofe  above 
z  5 per  Cent ,  before  they  are  a  Year  old;  that 
is,  of  a  ioo  that  are  born,  more  than  25  die 
that  firfi  Year :  I  may  fay  with  great  Proba¬ 
bility  that  not  i  of  thofe  have  the  Small  Box 
at  all ;  but  die  of  other  L Yifeafes  j  and  that 
in  the  Account,  as  it  Hands  before  us  8  of  9 
of  Infants  may  be  reckon'd  neither  Subjects 
of  the  Dijlemper,  nor  of  this  Practice,  but 
as  it  w ere  non- Entities.  Therefore  out  of 
the  22000  People,  the  yearly  Recruits  of 
London  abovemention  d,  fuMracting  4000, 
there  remains  1 8000,  of  which  yearly  there 
died  above  1 8  00  of  the  Small  Box  -,  that  is, 
L  :  So  that  the  Small  Box  may  be  reckon’d 
to  cut  off  j5  of  Mankind  above  the  Age  of 
one  Year.  I  with  the  World  is  not  malicious 
enough  to  fay ,  that  Phyficians  ( like  the 
Clergy)  are  now  ftrugling  for  their  Tenths. 
But  to  proceed,  If,  as  I  faid,  all  Mankind  a- 
’  ■  “  "  ;  D  2  hove 
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bove  a  Year  old  have  the  Piftempery  i  out 
of  x  o  dies  of  it  $  If  one  half,  then  1  out  of  5 , 
which  have  the  Piftemper  the  natural  way, 
dies  of  it:  If  f  of  Mankind  have  the  Small 
Pox  once  in  their  Life,  then  of  them  2  out 
of  1 5  die  :  If  then  3  out  of  25,  which  have 
thePiftemper,  die  of  it.  According  to  D.  Net¬ 
tle  ton  s  Calculation ,  out  of  1245  who  had 
the  natural  Small  Pox  in  fome  Neighbour¬ 
ly  Towns  in  Torkjhire  there  died  270,  which 
is  about  22  out  of  a  hundred.  As  to  the  pru¬ 
dential  Part  of  Inoculation,  it  is  all  one  whe¬ 
ther  a  greater  or  lefler  Number  have  the  Small 
‘Pox;  for  the  Chance  of  not  dying  by  the 
Small  Pox  the  natural  Way,  is  made  up  of 
the  Chance  of  cfcaping  the  Piftemper ,  and 
that  of  efcaping  in  the Piftemper.  If  ‘  of  Man¬ 
kind  have  the  Piftemper ,  it  is  ?  of  \  or  A: 
If  4  of  Mankind  have  the  Piftemper ,  then  it 
is  4  Xrr  or  A  or  t?  &c.  Still  all  Mankind 
muft  be  confider'd  with  the  Seeds  of  a  Dif- 
temper  within  them,  which  has  the  Chance 
of  1  to  9  to  cut  them  off.  Then  furely  they 
don't  merit  fuch  hard  Names,  of  Homicides 
and  Spreaders  of  Infell  ion  y  who  do  but  at¬ 
tempt  to  lefien  the  Dread  and  Danger  of  this 
terrible  Peftilence. 

By  the  Accounts  of  the  Inoculation  m  Eng¬ 
land  and  the  Plantations ,  tho*  it  is  an  early 
Practice,  and  has  not  been  managed  with  due 
Care  and  Circumvention  $  out  of  about  500 
on  whom  it  has  been  perform'd,  the  Enemies 

of 
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of  the  Pradicc  have  not  produced  the  Names 
of  above  a  Perfons  that  have  died  >  allowing 
their  Deaths  chargeable  on  this  Pradice, 
which  I  believe  is  not  in  Fad  true ;  A  Fra- 
dice  which  brings  the  Mortality  of  the  Small 
SP ox  from  one  in  ten  to  one  in  a  hundred,  if 
it  obtain'd  univerfally  would  fave  to  the  Ci¬ 
ty  of  London  at  leaft  1500  People  yearly  $ 
and  the  fame  Odds  wou'd  be  a  fufficient  pru¬ 
dential  Motive  to  any  private  Perfon  to  pro¬ 
ceed  upon,  abftrading  from  the  more  occult 
and  abftrufe  Caufes  which  feem  to  favour 
this  Operation.  It  is  a  felf  evident  Propoii- 
tion,  that  a  Perfon  who  receives  the  Life- 
dion  by  Inoculation ,  has  a  much  fairer 
Chance  for  his  Life,  than  he  who  takes  it 
the  natural  W ay  5  unlefs  it  can  be  affirmed, 
that  the  having  the  Eledion  of  all  the  Cir- 
comftances  of  the  Difeafe,  is  of  no  manner 
of  Advantage.  For  Example,  it  muft  be  of 
fome  Benefit,  to  know  that  one  is  to  have 
the  Diftemper  nine  or  ten  Dayes  before  it 
comes  5  rather  than  to  be  furpris'd,  or  per¬ 
haps  miftaken  in  it.  To  have  it  at  an  Age 
whea.it  isnotfo  mortal:  To  take  it  when 
the  Body  is  in  a  temperate  and  cool  State,  ra¬ 
ther  than  in  a  contrary  one :  When  the  Con^ 
ftitution  of  the  Air  is  favourable,  rather  than 
malignant :  After  a  cool  Dyet  and  other  due 
Preparations,  rather  than  after  a  Surfeit  or  a 
drunken  Bout.  For  if  the  principal  Strokes 
towards  the  Cure*  are  in  the  Regimen,  in  th§ 
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Beginning  of  a  Diftemper;  it  muft  be  ftill 
more  fo,  in  a  Regimen  before  it  begins.  If 
the  Doctor  will  deny  thefe  Truths,  I  have 
done.  But  if  the  having  all  the  Circumftan- 
ces  abovemention  d  in  one’s  Power  be  of 
fome  Advantage,  then  the  brattice  of  Ino¬ 
culation  cannot  be  hurtfull  but  beneficial  to 
Mankind  in  general  .•  Then  why  muft  an  I’,  x- 
periment  already  practis’d  with  Succcls  in  an¬ 
other  Country,  that  bids  fair  to  fave  the 
Lives  of  Multitudes,  be  entirely  laid  afide 
and  crulh’d  in  the  Bud  ?  Cannot  the  learned 
Phyficians,  who  fo  zealoufly  oppofc  it,  have 
a  little  Patience,  and  Time  will  clear  up  ma¬ 
ny  Things  in  it,  which  perhaps  may  be  now 
doubtful?  Therefore  fince  this  Practice  can¬ 
not  be  hurtful  but  beneficial  to  Mankind  in 
general,  it  ought  not  to  be  difeouraged. 

As  to  the  Inconfiftencies  and  Miftakes,  the 
Dodor  is  pleas’d  to  charge  me  withall :  I  fhall 
always  be  fo  ingenuous  as  to  own  fuch,  as 
my  Inadvertency  or  Want  of  Experience 
have  fubjeded  me  to.  What  I  wrote  was  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  beft  Information  or  Expe¬ 
rience  I  had  at  that  Time.  General  Propo¬ 
rtions,  in  pradical  Matters,  are  not  to  be 
underftood  in  the  Stridnefs  of  a  Logical  U- 
niverfality.  The  Symptoms  from  which  I 
exempted  the  Inoculated  Small  7 ox ,  are  to 
be  underftood  in  a  Comparative  Scnfe,  with 
regard  to  thofe  of  the  natural  Sort ;  the 
Word  ufrnl  will  juftify  this  Meaning,  in 

which 
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which  any  Reader,  not  quite  Captious,  will 
interpret  them.  If  with  all  thefe  Reftridions 
I  cannot  be  favourably  underftood,  I  beg  Par¬ 
don  ;  and  as  I  faid  before,  I  fhall  be  always 
willing  to  recant  any  Miftake.  But  as  on  the 
one  hand,  I  ftudy  to  keep  myfelf  free  from 
Prejudices,  fo  as  to  be  fufceptible  of  any  fu¬ 
ture  Convidion,  which  may  arife  from  Ex¬ 
perience  s  fo  I  wou  d  not  fubmit  a  Point  al¬ 
ready  cftablifh'd,  to  the  filly  Cavils  of  thofe 
who  have  none. 

I  am  fure ,  I  am  not  miftaken  in  the 
Account  of  the  Inoculation  at  Newgate ; 
but  the  Dodor  is.  I  referr  the  Reader 
to  my  printed  Journal  j  whereby  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that  the  Operation  was  fairly  and 
equally  perform'd  on  all :  And  I  can  with 
great  Truth,  declare,  that  I  had  no  Intention 
to  make  any  Difference  in  the  Incifions  ;  nor 
was  there,  indeed,  any  made.  The  Dodor 
not  having  feen  Evans,  the  Man  who  had 
had  the  Smallpox  before,  till  next  Day, when 
they  were  partly  heal'd,  this  might  occa¬ 
sion  his  Miftake.  Nor  was  the  Matter  taken 
from  ja  violent  Flux-kind,  but  from  a  full 
diftind  Coherent  kind,  and  at  the  proper 
Time.  Mrs.  T.ompons  Boil  (as  he  call's  it) 
on  her  Arm  ;  was  not  the  fame  from  thefirft 
Day  of  the  Eruption  ;  nor  the  only  one  fhe 
had:  But  was  a  fair,  regular  Puftule  of  the 
Small  \ Vox ,  of  which  alfo  fhe  had  others,  if 
he  had  been  pleas'd  to  examine.  Alcock , 
;  -  ,  .who 
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who  had  the  Goal-cDiftemper:,  had  alfo  66 
Puftules,  at  leaft,  of  the  Genuine  Small  5 Pox  j 
with  a  gentle  Fever  before  the  Eruption. 
As  to  all  of  them,  having  had  but  few  Erup¬ 
tions  ;  I  hope,  that  is  no  Obje&ion  again# 
the  Practice.  And  as  to  the  Time  and  Man¬ 
ner  of  their  Puftules  going  off  5  they  were 
much  the  fame,  as  in  the  gentler  Sort  of 
Small  Tax  :  Only  that  Alcock  opening  his 
with  a  Pin,  made  them  fall  off  fooner.  The 
Do&or  might  have  taken  Notice,  that  Eliz> . 
Harrifon ,  who  had  them  as  gently,  at  leaft, 
as  any  of  them  5  has  been  employ’d  fince  in 
Nuffing  above  20  People  in  the  Small  Tox, 
and  never  has  catch’ d  them :  Which  any  im¬ 
partial  Perfon  will  judge  to  be  a  better  Proof 
of  the  Gcnuinnefs  of  the  Diftemper,  than  all 
his  Obfervations  can  evince  to  the  contrary.’ 

As  to  Mr.  H-  -  -ns  Cafe,  it  is  true.  But 
the  Inference  is  only,  that  there  was  one  Per¬ 
fon,  on  whom  the  Inoculation  did  not  take 
place.  I  hope  the  Doftor  has  not  forgot  that 
he  own’d  to  me  that  Mr.  CWCs'Children  had 
the  true  Small  Tox  }  tho’  their  Cafe  differ’d 
in  nothing  from  thofe  in  Newgate  s  but  in 
the  Degrees  of  the  Diftemper. 

As  to  the  Experiment  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hof- 
fital ,  after  two  vaftly  large  Incifions,  and 
an  immoderate  Quantity  of  the  Matter  ap~ 
play’d;  three  Days  and  Nights  Confinement 
of  the  Patient  to  his  Bed,  without  opening 
his  Bandage,  a  warm  Regimen,-  in  a  hot?  Sea- 

fon> 
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fon  ;  I  vifitcd  him,  (to  know  the  Truth  df 
the  Noife  that  was  made)  on  the  fixth  Day- 
after  the  Operation,  and  law  no  Eruptions, 
•nor  had  he  any  5  nor  were  his  Incifions  di~ 
gelled :  I  took  the  Freedom  to  ask  Dodor 
JVadfworth  then  prelent,  whether  the  Sores 
( pointing  at  them )  were  like  thole  he  faw 
at  Newgate  ?  And  he  fairly  own'd,  he  con'd 
not  fay  they  were.  I  again  faw  this  Patient 
a  Week  after*  but  ftill  no  Eruption  5  If  any 
Eruptions  happen'd  between  thefe  Times* 
they  could  not  be  the  Small  Box :  And  I  be¬ 
lieve,  none  who  faw  and  attended  both  Ex¬ 
periments,  can  truly  fay,  they  were  like  thofe 
in  Newgate . 

I  own  that  it  feem’d  probable  that  the  fix 
Perfons  in  Mr.  Batfs  Family  might  have 
catch'd  the  Small  Box  of  the  Girl  that  was 
Inociilated ;  but  it  is  well  known  that  the 
Small  Box  were  rife  not  only  at  Hertfordy 
but  in  feveral  Villages  round  it,  many 
Months  before  any  Perfon  was  Inoculated 
there :  W itnefs  Mr.  Dobb’s  Houle  in  Chrift’s 
Hofpital  Buildings ,  where  he  himfelf  died 
of  the  word:  Sort  with  Purples;  and  his 
Children  had  it.  Some  other  Families  there* 
and  particularly  Mrs.  Mofs’s ,  where  the  a- 
bove-named  Elizabeth  Harrifon ,  Inoculated 
in  Newgate ,  attended  feveral  Perfons  under 
it,  to  prove  whether  lhe  would  catch  theDb 
fiemper  by  Infection ;  Both  Latin  Boarding- 
Schools  j  Mr.  S tout's  and  Mr ,  Loyd’s  Fami- 

E  lies* 
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lies  5  Mr.  John  'Dimfdale  s  Coachman  and 
his  Wife  5  and  Mr.  Santooris  Maid-Servant, 
who  was  brought  to  the  fame  Houfe,  and 
died  of  the  Confluent  kind  of  the  Small  Box  $ 
I  took  Matter  from  the  faid  Coachman  to 
Inoculate  Mr.  Bat  Is  Daughter  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  Farm  Houfe,  the  firft  Ingrafted  in  that 
Country.  After  this  I  took  Matter  alfo  from 
Mr.  Stout’s  Maid- Servant  to  Inoculate  Mrs 
Heath’s  two  Sons  $  which  were  all  I  Inocu¬ 
lated  in  that  Town.  Befides  all  thefe  there 
were  a  great  many  more,  whofe  Names  I 
cannot  at  prefent  call  to  mind  both  in  Town 
and  Country  about  it,  who  had  the  Small 
Box,  and  feveral  died  of  it,  the  Summer  be¬ 
fore  I  began  this  Pradice  :  Thefe  are  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Fad,  which  the  Dodors  Author  can¬ 
not  difprove.  To  charge  then  the  Spreading 
the  Infection  and  the  Confequences  of  it, 
thro5  that  Town,  upon  two  Angle  Boys  who 
were  Inoculated  in  a  Court  in  a  manner  fe- 
parated  from  all  the  reft  of  the  Town,  which 
was  fuller  of  the  Small  Box  before  than  after 
the  hwculationy  is  not  agreeable  to  that  In¬ 
genuity  which  the  Dodor  feems  to  demand 
of  his  Adverfaries. 

The  Cafe  of  Mr.  cT)e  Grave's  Daughter 
which  fills  up  three  or  four  Pages  in  the  Let¬ 
ter  ,  and  upon  which  the  Dodor  lays  the , 
Foundation  of  hi sHjpotheJis,  the  Reader  may 
pleafe  to  take  from  her  Father’s  own  Words 
in  his  Letter  annex’d.  From  which  it  ap¬ 
pears 
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pears  that  the  Girl  had  the  Small  Pox  but 
once,  of  the  favourable  kind  5  and  in  all 
Probability  by  Inoculation.  So  far  the  Cafe 
is  lingular,  that  it  did  not  take  place  till  ele¬ 
ven  Weeks  after  the  Operation  5  and  untill 
the  Blood  was  put  into  a  Ferment  by  violent 
Motion.  Here  the  Dodor  triumphs  in  his 
\ Dilemma ,  Either  (he  had ,  or  Jhe  had  not  the 
Small  Pox  by  Inoculation  5  If  the  firft,  then  it 
is  plain  Inoculation  is  no  preventive  of  the 
SDifeafe  5  If  the  fecond,  the  Experiment  is 
good  for  nothing.  I  think  in  this  way  of  Ar¬ 
gumentation,  to  make  it  conclufive,  there 
ought  to  be  a  perfed  Enumeration  s  but  here 
js  a  Third  Cafe,  and  the  real  one,  not  enu¬ 
merated  5  which  is,  that  the  Girl  had  the 
Smallpox ,  and  that  but  once,  by  Inocula¬ 
tion  j  tho'  not  at  the  lan^e  1  ime  when  the 


Doctor  lays  the  Scene  of  his  TDilemma.  But 
to  confider  the  Second  Branch  9  allowing 
that  this  Small  Pox  was  the  natural  Sort, 
and  not  produc'd  by  Inoculation ,  of  which, 
I  think,  the  contrary  is  plain  5  lure  it  is  a 
ftrange  Inference  to  fay,  that  bccaufc  Inocu¬ 
lation  has  not  taken  Efted  in  one  Subjed,  it 
is  therefore  good  for  nothing.  The  Do- 
dors  excellent  Judgment  will  inftrud  him 
to  reafon  with  more  Temper  and  Solidity  in 
other  Matters  of  his  Profellion;  and  not 
make  Ufe  of  his  Aphorifm ,  That  one  In¬ 
fiance  is  as  good  as  a  thoufand  in  Matters  of 
Experience*  What  the  Dodor  fays  of  his 

E  2  Fears 
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Fears  of  a  great  Clafs  of  Hypothetical  Di- 
feafes,  is  all  vaniftfid,  and  the  Girl  is,  very 
well.  I  refer  the  Dodor  upon. this  Head 
of  the  Preventive  Power  of  Inoculation , 
to  the  Letter  which  he  lays  fo  much  Strefs 
upon ,  from  Bofton ;  where  his  Ally  in 
this  Difpute  owns,  That  not  one  of  the  Ino¬ 
culated  (being  about  three  Hundred)  during 
the  Space  of  five  or  fix  Months ,  in  a  general 
Run  of  the  Small  Tox,  has  had  the  Small 
Pox  the  natural  Way ,  as.  far  as  we  know  : 
But  of  this  more  afterwards. 

As  for  his  fecond  Story  of  Captain  Hufi 
fart ,  it  requires  only  a  bare  Reading  to  make 
it  ridiculous  5  For  no  unprejudicd Perfon  of 
common  Senfe  can  believe  that  one,  after  ha¬ 
ving  been  Inoculated  twice  without  any  Ef- 
fed,  would  try  it  a  third  Time  :  But  after  a 
third  Time,  to  try  it  a  fourth,  fifth,  and  fixth 
Time,  pafleth  all  Degrees  of  Credibility.  But 
it  feems  this  Captain  was  not  very  certain, 
whether  it  was  five  or  fix  Times;  one  Inocu¬ 
lation  had  quite  dipt  out  of  his  Memory  .*  he 
wanted0 one  Quality,  which  the  Proverb  de¬ 
mands  in  feme  Sort  of  People.  Since  the  Do¬ 
ctor  can  give  Credit  to  this  Story  of  Captain 
Huff  art ,  and  at  the  fame  Time  queftion  the 
Truth  of  what  is  Paid  by  eminent  Phyficiam, 
who  writ  from  their  own  and  other  Peoples 
Obfervations  on  the  Spot,  where  Inoculation 
is  pradis’d  daily,*  I  appeal  to  my  Readers,  if 
I  may  not  with  Juftiee  tax  him  of  being  par¬ 
tially 
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tially  Credulous  or  Incredulous ,  as  Pacts  make 
for  or  againft  his  Purpole.  And  with  all  due 
Refped  to  the  Senate  of  Bofton,  I  queftion 
whether  a  Bill,  or  an  Hypothecs,  founded  up- 
on  fuch  a  Fad,  is  more  extraordinary.  But  al¬ 
lowing  it  to  be  true,  what  is  the  Inference  > 
That  a  Perfon,who  could  not  catch  the  Small 
5 Vox  by  Inoculation ,  had  them  the  natural 
Way :  If  that  were  granted,  will  it  prove,  that 
one  who  has  the  Small  I? ox  by  Inoculation , 
may  afterwards  have  them  the  natural  Way  ? 
If  upon  the  lame  Authority,  the  Dodor  can 
believe  the  Story  of  the  Muscovite  Dragoon, 
or  the  Inoculated  Soldiers  in  the  French  Ar¬ 
my  ;  I  wilh  him  much  Joy.  I  promife  him 
I  will  not  (like  the  Gentry  who  went  in  quell 
of  St.  Albans  Trough)  ride  twenty  Miles  to 
be  able  to  difprove  it..  I  fhould  be  glad  to 
know,  which  Way  the  Dodor  fupports  fo 
bold  an  Aflertion,  That  [Page  1 7]  by  the  Ac¬ 
count  TIr.  Nettieton^/Wr,  as  alfoby  thebeft 
Obfervation  upon  thofe  who  have  been  Inocu¬ 
lated  in  this  City?  fcarcely  a  fourth  Fart  of 
them  have  had  a  true  and  genuine  Small  Pox ; 
I  have  read  over  carefully  Dr.  Nettletons  Ac¬ 
count,  contain'd  in  his  Letters  printed  in  the 
Tranf actions  of  the  Royal  Society ,  N°  3  70  3 
and  for  my  Life  I  cannot  find  any  Thing  to 
juftify  this  Aflertion  $  on  the  contrary  he  fays, 
tVe  have  not  yet  found ,  that  ever  any  had  the 
Hiftemper  twice ,  neither  is  there  any  Reafon 
to  fuppofe  it pojfible ,  there  being  no  difference 
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that  can  be  obfervd  betwixt  the  natural  and 
artificial  Sort ,  [if  we  may  be  allow'd  to  call 
them  fo)  but  only  that  in  the  latter  the  Bu- 
fiaies  are  commonly  fewer  in  Number ;  and  all 
the  reft  of  the  Symptoms  are  in  the  fame  Pro¬ 
portion  more  favourable .  I  hope  there  is  at 
leaft  as  much  Credit  due  to  an  ingenious  Pra¬ 
ctitioner,  who  writes  from  a  very  extended 
Experience,  as  to  one  who  writes  for  the 
moft  Part  by  Hearfay. 

As  to  thofe  who  have  been  Inoculated  in 
London  $  to  oppofe  my  own,  and  other  Per- 
fonsTeftimony  from  ocular  Infpedion,againft 
his,  who  talks  by  Report,  may  feem  perhaps 
too  great  Prefumption.  I  therefore  challenge 
the  Dodor  to  name  the  Cafes  and  Authori¬ 
ties  whereby  he  fupports  fuch  a  wild  Affer- 
tion. 

As  to  Mr.  Sp - rs  Cafe,  I  will  not  pre¬ 

occupy  my  Reader  with  any  Reftedion  ;  but 
refer  him  to  the  Matter  of  Fad  here  fubjoin’d, 
as  it  is  teftifyM  by  the  Surgeon  and  Apothe¬ 
caries  that  Attended  him. 

As  to  the  Cafe  of  Lord  B - ts’s  Servant, 

I  refer  to  the  Account  fubjoin'd. 

He  is  juft  as  much  mifinforrn  d  of  the  Cafe 
of  Lord  F- — ss  Son,  who  had  a  favourable 
Sort  of  Small  Box,  and  was  in  no  Danger 
of  his  Life  5  as  the  Phyfician  who  attended 
him  will  readily  own.  .  .> 

As  to  the  unfortunate  Accidents  which 
have  happen'd  to  fome  of  the  Firft  Rank  by 

this. 
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this  Ingrafting  Method  s  if  I  guefs  right  who 
he  means,  one  of  them  is  perfectly  well  with¬ 
out  any  unfortunate  Accident  5  and  the  Im- 
pofthumation,  which  had  noDependance  nor 
Communication  with  the  Incifion,  is  per¬ 
fectly  curd  without  any  Exfoliation  of  the 
Bone,  or  any  He£lic  Fever .  But  it  is  hard  to 
charge  the  common  Accidents  of  the  Small 
Fox  in  general,  upon  this  Method  in  par¬ 
ticular. 

It*  is  no  lefs  a  Mifinformation,  that  the 
Children  of  a  Nobleman,,  underftood  in  his 
Letter,  were  Ingrafted  from  a  bad  Sort  of 
Small  Fox.  As  to  what  he  fays  of  the  poorer 
Sort  of  Feople  of  Scotland,  running  about 
'  with  the  Small  Pox  upon  them, ,  without  ei¬ 
ther  Shoes  or  Stockings  5  the  Dodor  feems 
here  to  intend  a  Refledion,  but  I  choofe  to 
avoid  all  Refledions,  either  National  or  Do- 
meftick.  I  believe  the  People  of  Englandy  as 
well  as  thofe  of  Scotland^  for  the  moft  Part, 
neither  wear  Shoes  nor  Stockings  in  the  Small 
Fox  :  As  to  their  Cuftom  or  Ability  of  run¬ 
ning  about ,  they  are  much  in  the  fame  Con¬ 
dition,  as  they  are  here ;  fome  have  them  fa¬ 
vourably,  fome  otherwife,  and  every  one  has 
Conveniencies  and  Helps  according  to  their 
Circumftances.  •  • 

As  for  the  three  Letters  from  Bojlon  in 
New  England ,  printed  by  Way  of  Appendix 
to  the  Dodofs,  It  might  fuffice  to  fay,  that 
they  are  only  a  fevere,  and  perhaps  a  juft  In- 

vedive 
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vective,  againft  the  Clergy  and  others,  for 
meddling  in  this  Branch  of  the  Phyficians 
Pra&ice :  Upon  which  Encroachment,  fome 
of  the  Faculty  invoke  the  Vengeance  of  the 
Civil  Magiftratej  and  threaten  the  Offen¬ 
ders,  as  Boifoners  and  Spreaders  of  Inf e  Cl ion,) 
with  Prifons  and  Gibbet's  :  And  if  the  Laws 
in  being  are  fomewhat  deficient  modeftly 
call,  as  fome  others  have  done,  upon  the  Le- 
giflature  for  new  Ones.  This  general  Confi- 
deration  is  fufficient  to  invalidate  the  Credit 
of  any  Thing  that  is  faid  by  aPerlon  fo  ftrong- 
Iy  interefted  :  But  fo  great  is  the  Force  of 
Truth,  that  it  has  extorted  enough  from  this 
partial  Complainant  to  juftify  the  Practice, 
which  he  fo  bitterly  inveighs  againft.  For 
firft  he  owns,  that  the  whole  Praftice  of  Ino-  “ 
filiation  was  manag'd  by  unskillful  Perfons  5 
and  that  many  who  dy'd  or  fujfer'd  much  un¬ 
der  Inoculation,  if  they  had  had  better  Ma¬ 
nagement ,  might  have  had  better  Fate.  That 
the  Practitioners  neglefted  as  trivial  both  the 
Advantages  of  a  fait  able  Seafon ,  and  a  well- 
prepared  Body  ;  That  they  Inoculated  all  A- 
ges  and  Conftitutions  from  the  Beginning  > 
That  they  Inoculated  Women  with  Child ,  and 
Hyfterical  Beople :  And  after  all.  They  pra¬ 
ctis'd  it  at  firft  with  indijferent  good  Succefs : 
That  it  had  been  practis'd ,  fince  the  Middle 
June  ft?  the  Date  of  his  Letter ,  Dec.  2a. 
upon  above  two  hundred  Subjects  with  vari¬ 
ous  Succcefs.  He  tells  you  in  his  fecond  Let- 
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ter,  That  they  had  at  that  Time  the  Expe -•* 
rience»of  two  or  three  Hundred  Inoculated  : 
And  alter  all  this,  in  all  his  three  Letters,  he 
gives  you  only  two  Letters  of  the  Name  of 
one  Inoculate ^Perfon  who  dy'd,  Mrs.  2)—/. 
He  fays  at  Random,  that  others  dfd  of  it , 
whom  Time  may  bring  to  Light .  Were  the 
Bodies  of  thofe  Inoculated  Perfonshid  under 
Dunghills  ?  Had  they  not  Chriftian  Burial  l 
It  is  wondrous  ftrange,  that  in  a  Place,  where 
the  Praditioners  in  Phyhck  and  the  Magi- 
ftrates  both  were; again#  Inoculation^  he  could 
not  come  at  the  Knowledge  of  a  Mortal 
Cafe  but  one,  the  Inoculated  Mrs.  D — /, 
whd  is  trump'd  up  upon  all  Occafions :  He 
fays,  many  of  the  Inoculated  fujfer  much , 
Page  2.  What  then?  A  Perfon  that  has  the 
Small  Pw,  cv.en  in  the  gentle#  Sort,  mu# 
fuffer,  And  at  laft,  Page  i  o,  he  ingenuoufly 
acknowledges.  That  the  Small  Pox  (acquir'd 
by  Inoculation )  is  frequently  more  favourable 
than  in  the  common  Way,  and  not  altogether 
fo  mortaL 

Secondly,  That  not  one  of  the  Inoculated 
during  the  Space  of  five  or  fix  Months  has 
had  the  Small  Pox  in  the  natural  Way ,  fo 
far  as  we  know ;  that  is,  of  about  three 
hundred  People  Inoculated ,  fomc  of  which, 
no  doubt,  had  only  thofe  Eruptions,  which 
they  will  not  allow  to  be  the  genuine  Small 
T* ox  5  In  a  Time,  when  the  whole  Town 
and  Country  was  an  Hofpital  of  Teople  fick  % 
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of  the  i Di [temper ,  and  few  Perfons  exempt 
from  its  Ragey  for  the  Space  of  five'  or  fix 
Months ,  not  To  much  as  one  had  the  Small 
j Pox,  for  ought  they  knew :  I  fay,  if  fuch  a 
Cafe  had  happen'd,  it  is  not  probable  it  could 
have  been  conceal'd  j  and  that  this  Acknow¬ 
ledgment  from  one,  who  is  fo  zealous  an  E- 
nemy  to  the  Pra&ice,  is*  a  ftronger  Proof  of 
the  Efficacy  of  it,  for  the  Purpofe  intended, 
than  all  the  Ifs  and  May -be  s  of  this  or  any 
other  Letter- Writer. 

It  had  been  fair  in  this  Gentleman  to  have 
given  in  the  Numbers  that  dy'd  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  Sort  of  Small  Pox,  during  that  Seafon  ; 
or  to  have  ftated  the  Cafe  fairly  between  two 
or  three  Hundred  lick  of  the  natural  Sort,  and 
as  many  of  the  Inoculated  Kind,  both  under 
the  Care  and  Direction  of  unskillful  and  un¬ 
experienced  People :  And  then,  perhaps,  as  in 
the  Inoculated  Kind,  he  could  inftance,  by 
Name,  only  One  that  dy’d  5  In  the  other  Sort 
he  would  have  been  puzzled  to  find  the 
Names  of  thofe  who  efcap’d. 

But  to  this  he  will  fay,  that  the  Inocula¬ 
ted  Small  Pox  propagated  the  Mortality  of 
the  natural  Sort.  There  is  a  full  Anfwer  gi¬ 
ven  to  this  Obje&ion  of  fp reading  Infection 
before.  I  think  it  is  hard  to  exclude  Men 
from  the  Means  of  fecuring  themfelvcs  from 
a  great  Peftilence,  upon  a  meer  Suggeftion : 
The  Influence  of  the  natural  Small  “Pox  up¬ 
on  Mankind,  in  any  Place,  in  a  Circle  of 

Years, 
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Years,  may  be  affirm'd  to  be  uniform  with 
ftrong  Probability  >  and  if  the  Air  of  any 
Place,  in  a  contagious  Seafon,  is  fuch,  as  ren¬ 
ders  the  Diftemper  very  mortal,  it  is  a  ftrong 
Motive  for  People  to  take  the  Advantage  of 
a  good  •  Seafon,  and  fecure  themfelves  in 
Time  from  a  Plague,  which  is  fo  likely  to  de- 
ftroy  them  :  And  if  Prudence  only  were  to 
be  confulted,  it  would  perhaps  be  much  more 
the  Duty  of  the  Legiflature  to  order,  than  to 
forbid  this  Pra&ice.  And  no  doubt,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Acknowledgment  of  the  Enemies 
of  this  Praftice,  they  would,  by  this  Method, 
diminifh  the  Mortality,  and  cncreafc  the 
Number  of  their  People  5  and  the  Magiftratc 
is  forc'd  often  upon  more  arbitrary  Proceed¬ 
ings  in  any  Peftilence  :  Buf  as  that  would 
feern  too  great  an  Encroachment  upon  the 
natural  Rights  of  Mankind,  I  ffiould  not  ap¬ 
prove  of  it.  But  on  the  other  Hand,  it  would 
be  a  moil  Tyrannical  Encroachment  upon 
the  fame  Rights,  to  debar  Mankind  from  the 
lawful  Means  of  fecuring  themfelves  from 
the  Fear  and  Danger  of  fo  terrible  a  Plague. 

As  for  the  particular  Factor,  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Letter,  attends  the  Sores  of  the  In¬ 
oculated  j  it  is  much  of  a  Piece  with  the 
Story  of  the  Kentijh  Long  -  Toy  Is :  It  (hews 
him  to  be  an  utter  Stranger  to  the  whole 
Pra&ice ;  and  makes  one  doubt,  whether  he 
ever  faw  a  Cafe  of  Inoculation  quite  through. 
And  the  ‘Pointing  at  the  Inoculated  in  the 

F  2  Streets , 


Street s,  is  as  great  an  Inftance  of  Barbarity, 
as  the  other  is  pf  Ignorance. 

There  is  a  Letter  in  Town  from  the  Revd. 
Mr.  Mather  at  Boflon  of  a  later  Date,  which 
has  feveral  remarkable  Paffages  in  it.  The 
cDiftemper{ meaning  the  Small  Pox)  has  late¬ 
ly  vijited  and  ranfacked  the  City  of  Bofton  $ 
and  in  little  more  than  half  a  Tear ,  of  about 
five  thoufand  Berfons ,  that  have  undergone 
it,  near  nine  hundred  have  died . 

But  how  many  Lives  might  have  been 
fav'd,  if  our  unhappy  Bhyficians  had  not  poi- 
foftd  and  bewitch'd  our  Beople  with  a  blind 
Rage ,  that  has  appear'd \  very  like  a  Satanick 
Bojfejfioh,  againji  the  Method  of  Relief  and 
Safety  in  the  way  of  the  Small  Pox  Inocula¬ 
ted ?  I  prevail  d  with  one  Bhyfician  [and for 
it,  I  have  had  bloody  Attempts  made  upon 
my  Life  by  fome  of  our  Energumens )  to  in¬ 
troduce  the  BraClice ;  and  the  Experiment 
has  been  made  upon  almoft  three  hundred  Sub¬ 
jects  in  our  Neighbourhood,  young  and  old, 
from  one  Tear  to  feventy ;  weak  and  firong, 
Male  and  Female,  white  and  black  >  in  Mid - 
fummer,  in  Autumn  and  Winter :  And  it  fuc- 
ceeds  to  Admiration . 

I  cannot  learn  that  any  one  has  died  of  it, 
tho  the  Experiment  has  been  made  under  va¬ 
rious  and  marvellous  Bifadv  ant  ages.  Five 
or  fix  have  died  upon  it  or  after  it ;  but from 
other  Accidents.

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He  mentions  afterward  that  Cats  had  it  * 
and  takes  notice  of  the  fame  thing  in  DoUor 
Leigh's  Hiftory  of  Lancalhire  5  and fubjoins. 

That  it  was  generally  complain'd  that  PI 
geon-houfes  of  the  City  continu'd  Unfruitful  j 
and  the  Pigeons  did  not  lay*  or  hatch ,  as  they 
us'd  to  do,  all  the  while  that  the  Small  Pox 
Was  in  its  Epidemical  Progrefs:  And  it  is 
very  Jlrongly  affirmed,  that  our  ‘Dunghill 
Fowl  felt  much  of  the  like  upon  them. 

At  laft  concludes  5  with  the  great  Benefit 
they  have  found  by  Blifters  early  apply' d  and 
continu'd  in  the  natural  Small  Pox,  and  is 
forry  it  wets  fo  late  before  they  fell  into  this 
Way but  it  has  conftantly  proffer'd  :  1 
know  not,  fays  he,  that  it  has  once  mifbar ~ 
tied  Jince  we  came  into  it.  I  refer  the  Rea¬ 
der  to  his  Letter  annex'd. 

•  -  1  ?  , 

It  appears  by  this  Letter,  that  fomewhat 
more  than  one  out  of  five,  and  lefs  than  one 
out  of  fix  died  of  the  Diftemper^  Arid  like- 
wife,by  the  Effe&s  mention'd  upon  Animals, 
that  the  general  Contagion  was  owing  to  a 
bad  Difpofition  of  the  Air  5  and  not  char¬ 
geable  upon  Inoculation . 

And  laftly,  notwithstanding  the  unfavou¬ 
rable  Conilitution  of  the  Air,  the  Inoculated 
did  well.  „ 

I  doubt  hot  but  the  impartial  Reader  is 
now  fatisfy'd  that  this  Practice  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  may  be  ftill  beneficial  to  Mankind,  not- 
iwithftanding  any  tiling  that  the  Do&or  has 

adduc'd 


adduc'd  to  the  contrary,  either  by  way  of 
Argument  or  Fad.  And  that  by  the  fame 
zealous  Partiality,  it  had  -been  eafy  to  have 
cruftfd  any,  the  moft  ufeful  Pradice  in  Me¬ 
dicine  in  the  Beginning.  It  is  pretty  remar¬ 
kable,  that  in  a  Neighbouring  Nation,  where 
Agues  are  the  bell  Branch  of  the  Phyftcians 
Pradice,  the  Ufc  of  the  Bark  has  been,  and 
is  hill  in  a  great  Meafure,  fupprefs'd  by  Me¬ 
thods  not  much  uniike  what  are  us'd  againft 
Inoculation  j  and  indeed  every  one  of  the 
Dodor's  Arguments  would  have  concluded 
more  ftrongly  againft  the  Ufe  of  the  Cortex , 
than  againft  this  Pradice.  I  will  fuppofe  any 
Stickler  againft  the  Bark  to  have  reafon'd 
thus  in  the  Dodor's  Strain.  A  'Drug  that 
has  been  only  usd  among  Slaves ,  an  illiterate 
unthinking  People ,  who  have  the  Advantage 
of  a  warm  Climate ,  and  a  Spare  Dyet,  is  not 
ft  to  be  immediately  difpensdto  the  Englifti, 
whofe  Bloody  /peaking  of  it  as  National ,  is 
the  Produli  of  the  Richeft  Dyet :  Is  it  not 
plain  by  the  Difeafes  that  it  often  leaves  be¬ 
hind  ity  that  it  fpoils  the  Conjiitution  ?  Wit - 
nefs  the  Jaundice ,  Tumours  of  the  Legsy  and 
other  Cachexies  that  are  often  fubfequent  up¬ 
on  it.  B e fide s  none  but  Empirics  can  give 
a  Medicine  of  which  they  are  not  Jure  of  the 
Dofe ;  Is  it  not  plain  that  it  will  not  anfwer 
the  Dejign  of  preventing  the  Difeafefor  the 
future  ?  For  notwithfianding  the  Ufe  of  this 
Drug,  thePatient  fujfers  7nany  aRelapfe.Be- 
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fides  there  are  not  only  one  or  two,  but  innu¬ 
merable  Inftances  of ‘People  who  have  died 
after  the  Ufe  of  it  j  and  others,  who  have 
had  adifeafed  Confutation  all  the  reft  of  their 
Lives .  The  Difpenfers  of  this  Medicine  dif 
agree  widely  among  themf elves  ,  both  as  to 
the  Manner  of  its  Operation  and  the  cDofe  % 
Some  give  it  in  TinEiure  >  fome  in  Subftance  % 
feme  in greater ,  fome  in  lejfer  Quantities,  &c. 
In  fine,  t her t  are  three  Letters  from  a  Friend 
in  New  England,  which  inform  me  that  ma¬ 
ny  who  have  taken  the  Bark  have  fuffef d  ve¬ 
ry  much  j  and  Mrs .  D  — 1,  who  had  taken 
great  Quantities  of  it,  actually  died, See.  Tho\ 
I  have  not  my fe If  made  Ufe  of  this  Medicine, 
nor feen  much  of  the  Effects  of  it  j  I  am  well 
affur’d,  that  not  a  fourth  part  oftheDifeafes 
it  pretends  to  cure,  are  Genuine  Agues :  Be¬ 
fore  I  had  feen  the  PraElice  of  this  Medicine, 
I  affirmed, that  is  was  impoffible, it  would  cure 
an  Ague  j  but  I  am  willing  to  ret  rail  that 
Opinion,  being  convinc'd  by  an  Experiment, 
that  it  does  fo  fometimes .  It  were  eafy  to 
carry  this  Parallel  reafoning  thro"  the  whole 
Letter,  not  only  with  equal,  but  more 
Strength  in  moft  Places, 

The  Do&or,  in  appearing  with  fo  great 
Zeal  againft  this  Practice,  is  not  the  Repre- 
fentative  of  the  whole  Faculty.  For  there 
are  many  of  them  who  from  their  Difinte- 
reftednefs  and  Innate  Love  to  Mankind,  are 
willing,  that  an  Experiment  fliould  go  on, 

which. 
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Which,  ill  Proportion  to  the  Extenfivenefs  of 
the  Pra&ice,  muft  neceflarily  diminifh  the 
Mortality  of  the  Small  Pox  in  general :  This 
is  a  candid,  as  well  as  decentWay  of  proceed¬ 
ing.  At  the  fame  Time,  I  only  blame  the 
Author  of  the  Letter,  and  thofe  who  take 
part  with  him,  for  their  too  early  and  ftrong 
9  Prejudices ;  being  unwilling  to  Cenfure 
their  Intentions ,  which  I  hope,  are  for  the 
Good  of  Mankind,  as  well  as  my  own. 

But  there  is  ftill  a  ftronger  *  Obje&ion  a- 
gainft  this  Pra&ice  5  That  it  is  unlawful ,  and 
fir  ft  introduc’d  by  the  'Devil,  who  Ingrafted 
Job  of  the  Confluent  Sort  of  Small  Pox. 

From  ufeful  Difcoveries,  there  can  always 
be  drawn  important  Confequences.  Firfty . 
Hence  learn  we,  that  the  Small  Pox  is  an 
ancient  Difeafe  ;  for  if  it  was  convey'd  to 
Job  by  fome  fuch  Way  as  Inoculation,  the 
Matter  muft  have  been  taken  from  fome  Bo¬ 
dy  Infe&ed  with  the  Diftemper.  Secondly , 
That  Sydenham  was  not  the  firft  that  began 
the  cool  Regimen ;  for  Job  fat  down  upon 
the  Allies  in  the  open  Air  %  his  Friends  faw 
him  afar  ojf.  Thirdly ,  That  his  Friends  were 
tardy,  above  three  Weeks  before  they  came 
to  fee  him  j  for  in  the  Genuine  Confluent 
Kind  of  Small  Pox ,  it  will  be  that  Time 
before  they  can  bear  feraping  with  a  Pot- 
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(herd.  Fourthly ,  Beloved,  this  confluent  Sort 

•  o 

of  Small  Fox  were  more  gentle,  to  be. lure? 
than  the  common  natural  Ones  $  for  he  feems 
neither  to  have  had  Delirium,  fore  Throat, 
nor  Shortnefs  of  Breath  5  he  talk’d  diftin&ly 
and  good  Senfe. 

Now  here  a  Queftion  arifeth.  Whether  an 
honcftMan  can  do  that  which  the  Devil  has 
done  >  I  anlwer  in  the  Affirmative  3  there  are 
three  thines  mention'd  5  of  the  Devil's  Aflcm* 
bling  himfelf  (as  in  this  Place)  with  the  Sons 
of  God  ;  Believing,  and  Quoting  of  Scripture. 
All  thefe  Things  a  good  Man  may  not  only 
do,  but  is  bound  to  do. 

I  readily  agree  with  this  Reverend  Divine, 
that  if  Inoculating  the  Small  Fox  be  an  un¬ 
lawful  Aciion,  it  cannot  be  juftify'd  by  the 
Good  which  may  enfue  from  it ;  but  that 
it  is  unlawful,  mud  be  prdv’d,  either  by  fome 
natural  or  pofitive  Law  :  That  this  Reverend 
Gentleman  has  brought  no  fuch  Proof,  either 
from  natural  or  reveal’d  Religion,  will  ap¬ 
pear  plain  upon  a  very  ffiort  Review*  of  his 
Difcourfc 

Page  1 3 .]  He  fays  he  will  attempt  to  prove. 
That  Difeafes  are  utterly  unlawful  to  be  infi¬ 
lled  by  any  who  pr  of efs  themfelves  Chriflians  : 
He  terms  it  very  right  3  for  it  is  an  Attempt 
to  Prove,  and  no  more.  By  retraining  the 
Prohibition  to  Chriftians,  one  would  think, 
there  was  fome  pofitive  Command  in  the  Go- 
fpel  againft  it  3  but  he  has  brought  none, which. 
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by  the  moil  forc'd  Conftrudion,  can  prove 
Inoculation  to  be  prohibited  by  the  Chriftian 
Dlfpenlation.  I  know  of  no  Immorality  that 
is  forbid  to  a  Chriftian,  the  Practice  of  which 
is  allow  d  to  an  Infidel.  Indeed  Morality  is 
-  more  clearly  taught  and  more  ftrQngiy  en- 
f ore  d  by  Rewards  and  Punifhments  amongft 
us  5  but  It  does  not  change  its  Nature  amongft 
the  reft  of  Mankind.  He  does  not  wonder, 
tiiat  the  Practice  of  Inoculation  fhould  obtain, 
where  the1  Dodd  ne  of  Fatality  is  believ’d;  but 
the  Misfortune  is,  that  the  Matter  of  Fad  is 
quite  otherwife  :  For  if  he  had  carefully  pe¬ 
rns  d  Dr.  Wagflajfe s  Difcourfe,  which  he  fo 
much  commends,  that  would  have  inform'd 
him.  That  no  Body  pretends  to  give  us  an  In * 
flame  oj  an  Inoculated  T  uric.  And  why  ?  Be* 
caufc  their  Belief  of  a  Fatality  makes  them 
negka  very  much  the  ordinary  Helps  of  Me¬ 
dicine  for  preferving  their  Lives. 

1  age  1 4-1  The  Inftances  which  he  gives 
of  Almighty  Ood  s  having  given  a  miracu¬ 
lous  Power  to  Mankind  to  inflid  Difeafes 
£.oi  their  Punifhment,  docs  not  prove,  that 

He  has  not  given  them  an  ordinary  one  for 
their  Benefit. 

And  his  fay  i ng, [Pag.  15]  That  no  Man  was 
ever  yet  condemn'd  to  an  immediate  S /chiefs, 
for  Want  of  fufficient  Authority ;  is,  without 
any  Proof.  Difeafes  are  External,  and  In- 
the Magiftrate  very  often  inflids  both: 

4  sat  Criminals  are  lawfully  punilh'd  with  the 
a  *  *  •  Muti- 
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Mutilation  of  their  Body,  I  fuppofc  he  will 
allow  to  be  common.  Is  not  that  infliding 
a  Difeafe  with  a  Witnefs  >  And  arc  there  not 
many  Executions  perform’d  by  Poifori,  which 
is  infliding  an  Internal  mortal  Difeafe  >  And 
here  his  own  Argument  turns  upon  him  $  for0 
if 'Difeafe s  are  fent  for  the  *P uni fb merit  of 
our  Sins ,  then  it  would  feem  to  follow,  that 
the  Magiftrate,  who  has  a  Power  from  God  to 
punifh  our  Crimes,  has  likewife  a  Power  to 
inflid  Difeafes,  for  Sins  that  are  manifefi  to 
him  and  all  the  World .  The  greater  Power 
of  infliding  Death,  certainly  includes  the  let 
fer  in  the  Choice  of  the  Means :  If,  for  Ex¬ 
ample,  there  fhoitld  be  a  Law  made  to  pu¬ 
nifh  the  Inoculators  with  the  Inoculation  of 
lome  Difeafe,  I  fancy  this  Reverend  Divine 
would  not  think  it  finful  or  unreafonable. 

Page  1 6.]  He  {pends  a  long  Paragraph,  to 
prove  what  no  Body  ever  deny'd  5  That  a 
Man  cannot  lawfully  do  all  that  is  in  his  Po¬ 
wer  to  do :  And  another  as  evident,  That  the 
Means,  as  well  as  the  Intention,  muft  be  law¬ 
ful  5  but  thefe  are  only  general  Proportions  .* 
The  Subfumption,  that  infliding  Difeafes  for 
a  good  Purpofe  is  unlawful,  is  only  fuppos'd, 
not  proved. 

Page  18.]  lie  doubts  whether  the  Life  of 
Man  be  a  Good  or  not .  If  the  Life  of  Man  is 
no  Good,  then,  indeed,  to  ad  for  the  Pre- 
fervation  of  it,  is  not  to  ad  for  any  good 
End  j  and  confequently,  not  only  this  Pra- 

G  2  dice. 
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dice,  but  all  others  in  Medicine,  and  many- 
other  charitable  Adions,  muft  be  given  up. 
The  reft  of  the  Argument  of  this  Paragraph, 
is  grounded  upon  the  Infufficicncy  of  this 
Method  for  the  Purpofe  intended.  The  Do¬ 
ctor  might  have  remember’d,  from  his  Ex- 
pofition  of  his  Text,  fob  had  the  Smallpox 
by  Inoculation  from  the  Devil,  even  of  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Sort  i  that  he  recover’d  of  them, 
and  never  had  them  again.  But  in  this  he  muft 
forgive  me,  if  I  put  him  in  Mind,  that  he  is 
out  of  his  Sphere  ;  and  that  notwithftanding  . 
his  Profeffions  to  the  contrary,  he  lays  afide 
the  Divine,  and  takes  upon  him  the  Phyfi- 
cian.  The  Queftion  here  is,  \Phether  giving 
a  Dileafe  with  a  good  Intention,  be  in  it  felf 
an  unlawful  Adion. 

Page  20.]  Another  Argument  is,  That  a 
Law  which  forbids  the  Evil ,  forbids  alfo  e- 
very  thing  that  has  a  Tendency  to  it  j  therefore 
all  caufelefs  andvoluntary  Mutilations  are  for¬ 
bid:  And  yet, notwithftanding  this  Law  againft 
Mutilation,  moreexprefs  than  any  againft  I- 
noculation.  Surgeons  cut  off  Peoples  Limbs. 
Here  the  Intention  hallows  the  Adion, which 
is  in  itfclf  exprefly  forbid ;  and  which  is  more, 

I  believe  no  Surgeon  will  affirm,  that  in  all 
Cafes,  where  Limbs  are  cut  off,  there  is  a 
dired  Impoffibility  to  favc  the  Patient’s  Life 
other  wile ;  or  that  the  Operation  is  always 
iuccefsful.  A  Surgeon  who  cuts  a  Perfon  for 
the  Stone,  even  if  his  Patient  dies  of  the  O- 

peration. 
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peration,  does  not  think  he  has  committed 
a  mortal  Sin,  in  inflidting  a  mortal  Difeafe  s 
and  yet  the  Patient  perhaps  might  have  liv’d 
many  Years,  and  not  dy’d  of  the  Diftemper  at 
laft?  The  Difference  of  the  two  Cafes,  the 
one  being  for  Cure,  the  other  for  Prevention, 
does  not  change  the  State  of  the  Queftion  j 
which,  in  general  Terms,  is  this,  Whether 
Mankind  have  a  Lawful  Power  of  inflidting 
Difeafes  for  good  Purpofes  ?  A  Perfon  who 
has  not  had  the  Small  Pox,  may  be  very 
juftly  confider’d,  as  having  the  Seeds  of  a 
mortal  Diftemper  within  him  j  and  the  Dread 
of  it  is  furely  a  Suffering,  that  will  juftify  the 
Lawfulnefs  of  uling  Means,  which  have  the 
greateft  Probability  of  faving  him  from  a 
Danger,  which,  for  ought  he  knows,  may 
be  nearer  and  greater,  than  that  of  a  Stone 
in  the  Bladder.  Anxiety  and  Bodily  Pain, 
don’t  differ  fo  much,  as  to  make  an  Adtion 
lawful  in  one  Cafe,  finful  in  the  other. 

Page  2i,]  But  it  leems it  is  a  Tempting  of 
‘Providence.  And  there  is  no  great  Diffe¬ 
rence  between  the  ‘Devil's  Propofal  to  our 
Saviour ,  to  caft  himfelf  down  headlong ,  and 
that  of  Inoculation.  It  is  wonderful ,  into 
what  Abfurdities,  Zeal  for  an  Opinion,  will 
drive  a  Man,  even  to  affert  that  there  is  no 
Difference  between  a  Man’s  running  into  a 
Danger  abfolutely  unnecefiary ,  and  from 
which  nothing  but  a  direct  Miracle  can  lave 
him ;  and  a  Venturing  on  a  fmall  Hazard  to 

avoid 
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avoid  a  much  greater.  The  Cafe  put  it  as 
difadvantagioufly  as  poffible,  more  refem- 
bies  that  of  a  Perfon  who  leapsout  of  a  Win¬ 
dow  for  fear  of  Fire,  and  furely  that  can  ne¬ 
ver  be  reckon'd  a  Miftruft  of  Providence, 
even  if  he  did  it  before  he  was  much  in  Dan¬ 
ger  5  for  no  body  can  fay  that  God  Almighty 
maynotfave  a  Man  from  Fire  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Courfe  of  his  Providence  5  And  if  a  Per¬ 
fon,  who  being  prompted  by  his  too  early 
Fears  had  taken  this  Courfe,  and  loft  his  Life 
by  the  Fall  $  no  body  will  arraign  him  of0 
Self-murder :  He  might  have  done  an  impru¬ 
dent,  but  not  a  ftnful  Adion.  The  Parents 
who  fufter  their  Children  to  converfe  with 
their  infeded  Relations  $  which  differs  in  no 
Moral  Point  from  the  Cafe  of  Inoculation , 
would  think  it  very  hard  to  be  treated  as  Ho¬ 
micides  or  Murderers  of  their  Children,when 
the  very  Adion  proceeds  from,  the  contrary 
Principle,  extreme  Tendernels.  _ 

Pag.  22.3  In  the  former  Page,  it  was  a  prc- 
fumptuous  Truft  >  in  this,  it  is  an  in  tire  Mif- 
truft  of  Providence.  He  is  fure  to  have  the 
Inoculators  fome  way  or  other. 

Pag.  2  3 .3  They  cannot  pray  for  a  Bleffing 
upon  their  Endeavours ;  becaufe  Prayer  fup- 
pofes  the  Ufe  of  lawful  Means. 

I  believe  the  contrary  is  true,  for  as  a 
Perfon,  \yho  is  Inoculated ,  puts  himfelf  more 
immediately  into  the  Hands  of  God,  if  he 
has  any  Scnfe  of  Religion,  cannot  avoid 
?  ; , ,  .  praying 
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praying  for  aBkffing  upon  the  Means, which, 

to  be  fare,  he  thinks  lawful,  and  has  not  yet 
been  proved  to  be  othcrwife. 

Page  2 40.  His’ Argument  to  prove  that 
Inoculation  tends  to  promote  Vice  and  Im¬ 
mortality  is  the  moft  extraordinary  of  all,. 
This  it  docs,  by  taking  off  the  Dread  of 
the  Small  CP ox ,  and  confequently  the  Re¬ 
forms  of  Sobriety  that  Mankind  lie  under 
upon  that  Account.  This  Reverend  Gentle¬ 
man  has  very  juftly  found  fault  with  one  Ma¬ 
xim’,  to  do  Evil  that  Good  may  come  of  it : 
But  he  has  cflablifh'd  one ,  juft  as  dangerous 
in  the  room  of  it,  not  to  do  Good  leaf  Evil 
come  of  it .  For  if  the  Diminifhing  the  Fear 
of  Dying  of  Difeafes  catclfd  by  Irregularity, 
is  an  Evil,  then  an  able  Phyfieian  is  a  com¬ 
mon  Nuifance.  We  have  reafon  to  be  thank¬ 
ful,  that  there  arc  a  fufficient  Number  left, 
who  cannot  be  charg'd  with  being  Encoura- 
gersef  Vice  andImmorality,upon  this  Score. 
This  Principle  in*  its  full  Extent  would  dc- 
ftroy  all  Works  of  Charity  and  Mercy $ r  for 
the  Hope  of  Forgiveiiefs  is  anEncouragment 
to  do  Injuries  5  and  the  Hope  of  being  re- 

liev  d  in  W ant  is  a  Difcouragement  to  In- 
dufhy* 

I  am  touch'd  with  the  devout  Refle&iom 
upon  Providence,  that  are  all  along  Ipread 
thro  his  Sermon,  to  which  I  fubfcribe  with 
all  my  Heart  $  but  I  cannot  fo  much  com¬ 
mend  the  Diftorting  thofc  great  and  folemn 

Truths 
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Truths  of  our  Holy  Religion  to  mantain  lit¬ 
tle  Party  Interefts  and  faihionable  Opinions. 
The  Text  that  is  quoted  Pag.  22.  that  the  ve¬ 
ry  Hairs  of  our  Head  arc  iiumbred  5  I  take  to 
be  a  ilrongcr  Argument  againft  Periwigs  and 
.  Shaving >  than  all  that  the  Sermon  contains 
aeainft  Inoculation :  Our  Hairs  of  our  Beards

were  given  us  for  an  Ornament  by  Provi¬ 
dence  ,  and  it  is  known ,  that  many  have 
cat  did  great  Colds  with  mortal  Difcales  en- 
fuing  upon  them  by  Shaving.  Is  not  a  Man 
anfwerablc  for  all  the  bad  Effeds  that  fol¬ 
low  upon  an  unwarrantable  Adion  that  con- 
tradids  the  very  Intention  of  Providence  i 
The  Peroration  Page  29,  is  equal  to  any 
Piece  of  the  whole  Performance,  Let  the  A- 
theift  and  the  S coffer ,  the  Heathen  and  the 
Unbeliever  difclaim  a  Dependance  upon  Pro¬ 
vidence  :  Let  them  Inoculate  and  be  Inocu¬ 
lated,  &c.  I  think  this  clinches  the  whole 
Matter ;  and  this  Reverend  Gentleman  has 
furniftfd  us  with  a  new,  fenfiblc  and  religious 
Tcft,  an  Atheift  or  Infidel  can  be  found  out, 
as  aWitch,  by  the  Marks  upon  his  Body :  And 
that,  as  it  has  been  intimated  already,  that  the 
Devil  was  the  fir  &  Inoculator ;  I  think,  it  is 
not  impoftlble  that  the  next  zealous  Preacher 
upon  this  Subjed  may  prove  the  Cicatrices 
of  Inoculation  to  be  the  Mark  of  the  Beaft. 
Thus  it  appears,  that  the  Dodors  Polition,  of 
the  Unlawfulnefs  of  infliding  Difeafes  for 
good  Purpofes,  is  groundlefs,  and  contrary 
to  the  common  Ufages  of  Mankind.  I 
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I  have  been  oblig'd  to  be  the  more  parti¬ 
cular  in  anfwering  this  Sermon ,  becaufe  the 
Charge  in  it  againft  the  Inoculators ,  is  hea¬ 
vier  than  that  in  the  Letter,  in  as  much  as 
Immorality  is  a  greater  Fault  than  bad  Pra¬ 
ctice  in  Phyfick. 

From  all  that  I  have  Paid,  I  will  draw  this 
one  Conclufion  5  that  there  does  not  appear 
as  yet  any  Objection  of  Weight  enough  to 
hop  the  Progrefs  of  the  Practice  of  Inocula¬ 
tion .  But  if  upon  future  Trials,  it  fhould 
be  found  that  the  Inconveniencies  do  over¬ 
balance  the  Advantages  of  it  5  1  Lhall  then 
be  as  ready  to  condemn,  as  I  am  now  to 
juftify  it.

In  the  Head,  we  found  the  Sur¬ 
face  of  the  Brain  full  of  Water  5  and  the  Sub¬ 
fiance  of  it  flabby  $  the  Ventricles  of  it  being 
as  full  of  Water  as  they  could  hold ;  The 
Plexus  Choroides  being  white  by  foaking  in 
that  Water  :  The  Bafts  of  the  Brain  was  al- 
fo  full  of  Water.  In  the  Longitudinal  Sinus , 
there  was  a  long  and  pretty  large  Polypus  5 
and  likewife  one  in  the  Lateral  Sinus.  The 
Cerebellum  was  in  its  natural  State.

SIR, 

I  Find  my  Daughter's  Cafe  has  made  fonte 
Noife  in  Town  $  and  has  been  mifrepre- 
fented.  It  was  thus :  She  was  Inoculated  the 
23d  of  Febr.  1 72 1 -2  5  and  as  I  faw  her  daily 
during  the  three  Weeks  that  fhe  was  con¬ 
fin'd  after  the  Inoculation ,  fo  I  can  affirm,  no 
SmallFox  ever  appear'd  upo  nher  during  that 
Time,  but  only  Heats  and  Flufhings,  attend¬ 
ed  fometimes  with  Heavinefs  and  Pain  in  her 
Head,  and  a  little  more  Quick  nefs  of  Pulfe 
than  ufual,  and  oftentimes  without  any  Dif¬ 
ord  er  at  all :  Nqne  of  thofe  Heats  and  Flufli- 
ings  ever  came  to  Perfection,  or  to  any  thing 
like  the  Small  Fox ,  which  gave  my  Daugh¬ 
ter  fome  Uneafinefs  5  and  the  rather,  that  the 
other  Perfons,  who  had  been  Inoculated  at 
the  fame  Time,  and  in  the  fame  Houfe  with 
her,  had  a  very  fair  diftinCt  Small  Fox ,  and 
yet  had  lefs  Sicknefs  than  She :  Nor  did 
the  Incifions  in  her  Arms  difeharge  fo  much 
and  fo  long  as  theirs  did  3  and  therefore  were 
compleatly  heal'd  in  lefs  than  three  Weeks 

H  2  Time^ 
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Time,  when  the  Sores  of  the  other  Perfons 
were  yet  large  and  running.  Thus  all  Expe¬ 
ctation  of  her  having  the  Small  : Pox  by  the 
Inoculation  being  over,  fhe  was  purg'd  once 
or  twice,  and  then  difeharg'd  from  her  Con¬ 
finement,  the  17th  of  March  following: 
Nay,  it  was  believ'd,  fhe  never  would  have 
'that  Diftemper  5  for  having  been  very  much 
expos'd  to  the  Infeftion,  when  fhe  was  but 
two  Years  of  Age,  and  yet  more  when  fhe 
was  about  Eight,  without  contracting  it,  this 
laft  Try al  being  un fuccefsful,  feem'd  to  give 
a  tolerable  Ground  for  this  Opinion.  How¬ 
ever  my  Daughter  continu'd  difcompos'd,and 
out  of  Order,  when  (he  came  Elome ;  the 
Heats  and  Flufhings  abovemention'd  Hill  fub- 
fifting  on  her>  though  in  a  Idler  Degree ,  her 
Stomach  loathing  Flefh-meats,  and  her  Reft 
difturb'd  with  Dreams  and  Horrors.  She  had 
like  wife  two  finall  Boils,  one  under  her  Arm, 
and  another  on  her  Side;  But  none  of  thefe 
Accidents  were  troublefome  enough  to  hin- 
derher  Attendance  on  her  accuftom'd  Bufi- 
nefs  within  and  without  the  Houfe  :  How¬ 
ever  thefe  continuing  for  about  two  Months 
after  Ihe  came  Home,  Ihe  was  purg'd  once  or 
twice,  in  order  to  remove  them  5  but  ftill  they 
fubfifted  upon  her,  not  to  any  Degree,  'till 
the  Small  Tox  broke  out  upon  her,  which 
happen'd  in  this  Manner:  Three  Days  be¬ 
fore,  fhe  had  heated  her! elf  extraordinarily  $ 
the  firft,  by  going  to  the  Cam 'p  and  back  a- 

gain, 
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gain,  on  Foot,  in  a  very  warm  Day  $  the  fe- 
cond,  by  walking  heartily  to  the  Charter- 
Houfe ,  to  fee  her  Brother,  and  returning 
Home  3  and  the  third  Day  in  going  and  fit¬ 
ting  at  the  ‘Flay  -  Houfe  in  Lincolns  -  Inn- 
Fields  :  As  Ihe  fat  at  this  laft  Place,  the  Small 
Fox  broke  out  upon  her  :  at  leaft,  I  never  per¬ 
ceiv'd  it  upon  her,  'till  her  Return  5  at  which 
my  Daughter  was  furpriz'd,  fhe  having  had  no 
Illnefs  whatever,  that  could  hinder  her  Plea- 
fure  at  the  Play,  and  her  walking  Home* 
or  any  fuch  precurfory  W arnlngs  of  that  Di- 
ftemper,  which  I  hear  have  been  divulg'd  A- 
broad.  As  foon  as  the  Small  Fox  had  ap¬ 
pear'd,  file  recover'd  her  Stomach  for  thofe 
Flefh-meats  file  had  loath'd  before  *  and  came 
to  that  natural  compos'd  Sleep,  of  which  file 
had  been  depriv'd  fince  the  Inoculation  $  And 
fhe  having  2:011  e  through  the  moft  favourable 
Periods  of  that  Diftemper,  file  got  well  in 
Eight  Days  from  That  I  perceiv'd  the  firft 
Eruption  5  fo  that  I  muft  conclude,  from  the 
Symptoms  which  my  Daughter  was  by  Times 
afflicted  with,  during  Eleven  Weeks  after 
fhe  had  been  Inoculated ,  that  it  appears  eyi- 
dent  to  me,  the  Small  Fox  fhe  had  then,  was 
the  E  fifed  of  the  Inoculation ,  although  it  has 
Ihew'd  itfelf  much  later  than  is  ufual,  after 
that  Operation.  As  to  the  Itch>  that  appear'd 
upon  her  about  the  fame  Time  with  the 
Small  Fox :  I  can  only  account  for  it  thus  * 
She  had  been  Infeded  by  her  Brother,  about

three  Months  before  fhe  was  Inoculated,  and 
I  thought  her  cur  d  of  it  by  the  fame  Means 
that  were  Efficacious  for  the  Cure  of  her 
Brother.  It  is  certain  that  when  fhe  was,  there 
was  no  Appearance  fubfifting  of  that  Diftem- 
per,  nor  any  Shew  of  it,  "till  that  Time  the 
Small  Tox  appear'd  upon  her.  However,  fhe 
is  perfedly  cur  d  of  the  Itch,  by  the  fame 
Means  that  were  us'd  at  nrft :  And  I  thank 
God,  my  Daughter  is  at  prefent  as  well,  if 
not  better,  in  every  Refped,  than  ever  fhe 
tvas  in  her  Life.

A  Letter  from  Dr.  Nettleton,  at 
Halifax  in  Yorkihire,  to  Dr.  J  u  r  i  n, 
R.  S.  Seer. 


S  I  R, 

IN  Anfwer  to  what  you  require  from  me, 
as  to  what  has  been  farther  done,  I  have 
only  to  add,  that  ftnee  I  writ  to  Dr.  Whita¬ 
ker,  I  have  made  the  Injition  upon  about  fif¬ 
teen  Perfons,  who  have  all  had  the  Diftenv 
per  very  favourably,  and  got  thro'  it  with  a 

great 
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great  deal  of  Eafe.  As  nothing  uncommon 
or  extraordinary  did  happen  in  any  of  thefc 
Cafes,  it  will  not  be  neceffary  to  trouble  you 
with  a  particular  Account  of  any  of  them  t 
They  were  moft  of  them  at  feme  Diftance  5 
the  Small  Vox  being,  in  a  great  Meafure, 
gone  from  this  Town  and  Neighbourhood* 
I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  Favour  done  me 
by  the  Royal  Society,  who  were  pleafed  to 
take  Notice  of  my  Letter  to  Dr.  Whitaker , 
which  you  had  nothing  to  move  you  to,  be- 
fides  a  generous  Difpolition  to  encourage  the 
fmalleft  Attempts  towards  any  thing ,  that 
may  tend  to  publick  Advantage.  I  muft  own 
that  all  the  Information  I  had  concerning  this 
Affair,  which  I  have  happen  d  to  be  engaged 
in,  was  entirely  from  the  V hilofophical 
TranfaElions .  Tis  now  about  fix  Years  fince 
the  Royal  Society  did  communicate  to  the 
World  fome  Letters  from  two  very  confide- 
Table  Phyficians  refiding  in  Turky ,  whofe 
good  Senfe  or  Integrity  we  had  no  reafon  to 
call  in  queftion  $  thefe  Gentlemen  did  fo- 
lemnly  affine  us,  that  the  Method  of  Inocu~ 
lotion  had  been  for  many  Years  pra&is'd  in 
thofe  Parts  of  the  W orld,  with  almoft  con- 
flant  Succefs.  I  had,  as  well  as  all  others 
who  have  been  engaged  in  the  Praftice,  with 
fufficient  Sorrow  and  Concern,  been  called 
to  many  in  the  Small  Vox ,  whofe  Cafes  were 
fo  deplorable,  as  to  admit  of  no  Relief.  And 
therefore  I  could  not  but  be  very  thoughtful 

about 
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about  this  Method,  which  prOmifed  to  carry 
Perfons  thro’  that  cruel  Diltemper,  with  lb 
much  Eafe  and  Safety.  I  was  fo  far  from 
knowing  that  it  was  a  Crime,  that  I  always 
thought  it  the  Duty  of  our  Profelfion,  to  do 
what  we  could  to  preferve  the  Lives  of  thofe 
who  commit  themfclves  to  our  Care.  And 
I  know  no  Reafon,  why  we  ought  not,  with 
all  humble  Thankfulnefs  to  Almighty  God, 
tomakeUfe  of  any  Means,  which  his  good 
Providence  fhall  bring  to  Light  conducing  to 
that  End.  This  Matter,  tho’  of  fo  great  Im¬ 
portance,  lying  dormant  fo  long  after  it  was 
known,  is,  I  prefume  a  fufficient  Proof,  that 
none  have  been  very  forward  to  try  Expe¬ 
riments.  But  when  we  had  the  Account  in  the 
publick  Papers,  that  ‘it  had  by  their  Royal - 
Highnefs  s  Command  been  done  with  Suc- 
cefs  at  London ,  I  could  not  be  fatisfy’d  with¬ 
out  trying  it  here.  I  was  foon  convinced, 
that  it  would  be  of  very  great  Ule ;  and  the 
more  Experience  I  have  had  of  it  fince,  the 
more  I  am  confirm’d  in  the  fame  Opinion.  I 
believe  all  others,  who  have  feen  any  thing  of 
this  Pra&ice,  are  in  the  lame  Sentiment,  and 
there  is  no  doubt ,  but  in  a  few  Years  the 
World  will  acknowledge  the  Service,  which 
the  Royal  Society  have  done  to  Mankind,  in 
firft  revealing  to  this  Part  of  Europe ,  a  Thing 
fo  beneficial  as  it  will  certainly  prove ;  for 
tho’  fome  few  unfortunate  Accidents  may 
fometimes  happen,  yet  thefe  will  be  very  rare 

in 
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in  comparifon  of  the  many  fad  and  difaftrous 
Events,  which  this  Diftemper  has  been ,  and 
ever  will  be  very  fruitful  of,  while  it  is  left 
to  rage  in  its  full  Force  and  Violence. 

Sir,  I  doubt  not  but  when  you,  have  col¬ 
lected  a  fufficient  number  of  Obfervations  for 
•  it,  you  will  be  able  to  demonftrate  ,  that  the 
Hazard  in  this  Method  is  very  inconfiderable, 
in  proportion  to  that  in  the  ordinary  way  by 
accidental  Contagion,  fo  fmall,  that  it  ought 
not  to  deter  any  body  from  making  ulc  of  it. 
In  order  to  iatisfy  my  felf ,  what  Proportion 
the  Number,  of  thole  that  die  of  the  Small 
‘Pox,  might  bear  to  the  whole  Number  that 
is  feized  with  the  Diftemper ;  in  the  Natural 
way,  I  have  made  feme  Enquiry  hereabouts, 
and  I  ill  all  take  the  Freedom  to  tranfmit  the 
Accounts  to  you,  becaufe  I  believe  you  may 
depend  upon  their  being  taken  with  fufficient 
Care  and  Impartiality.  In  Halifax  fince  the 
Beginning  of  laft  Winter,  276  have  had  the 
Small  Pox ,  and  out  of  that  Number  43  have 
died.  In  Rochdale ,  a  fmall  Neighbouring 
Market  Town,  177  have  had  the  Diftemper, 
and  38  have  died.  In  Leeds ,  792  have  had 
the  Smallpox ,  and  189  have  died.  It  is 
to  be  noted,  that  in  this  Town,  the  Small 
Pox  have  been  more  favourable  this  Seafon 
than  ufual,  and  in  Leeds  they  have  been  more 
than  ufually  mortal  5  but  upon  a  Medium  in 
thefe  three  Towns,  there  have  died  nearly  22 
put  of  every  hundred,  which  is  above  a  fifth

SPW/f,  of  all  that  have  been  infected  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way.  I  have  in  thefe  Accounts  con¬ 
fin'd  my  fclf  to  the  Limits  of  the  Towns. 
The  Numbers  that  have  had  the  Small  Tax  in 
the  Country  round  about,  is  vaftly  greater ; 
but  the  Proportion  of  thofe  that  die  is  much 
the  fame.  I  have  made  the  Enquiry  in  feve-  . 
ral  Country  Villages  hereabouts,  in  fome  I 
found  the  Proportion  to  be  greater,  in  others 
lefs,  but  in  the  main  it  is  nearly  the  fame.

O  O  conilderable  a  Part  of  Mankind  fear- 
^  &Hy  perifhing  by  the  Small  Tax-,  and 
many  more  of  us  grievoufly  fuffertng  by 
that  miferable  Diftemper,  you  will  allow  me 
to  entertain  you  with  a  few  more  Commu¬ 
nications,  and  writ  (I  think  it’s)  a  fourth 
Letter  upon  it,  r  ■  '

The  cDiftemper  has  lately  vifited  andran- 
fack'd  the  City  of  Bofton  j  and  in  little  more 
than  half  a  Year,  of  more  then  five  thoufand 
Perfons  that  have  undergone  it,  near  nine 
hundred  have  died.  But  how  many  Lives 
might  have  been  faved,  if  our  unhappy  Bhy- 
ficians ,  had  not  pot  fond  and  bewitch’d  our 
People  with  a  blind  Rage ,  that  has  appear'd 
very  like  a  Satanick  ToJfe/Jion ,  againft  the 
Method  of  Relief  and  Safety  in  the  way  of 
the  Small  Box  Inoculated. 

I  prevail'd  with  one  Phyfician,  (and  for  it 
I  have  had  bloody  Attempts  made  upon  my 
Life  by  fome  of  our  Energumens )  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  Practice  5  and  the  Experiment  has 
been  made  upon  almofc  three  hundred  Ob¬ 
jects  in  our  Ncighbourhoud,  Young  and  Old; 
( from  one  Year  to  feventy)  weak  and  flrong  9 
M ale  and  Female,  White  and  Black  5  in  Mid- 
fummer,  in  Autumn,  in  Winter,  audit  fuc- 
ceeds  to  Admiration. 

I  cannot  learn  that  any  one  has  died  of  it; 
tho'  the  Experiment  has  been  made  under  va¬ 
rious  and  marvellous  Difadvantages.  Five  or 
fix  have  died  upon  it,  or  after  it,  but  from  o- 
ther  Difeafes  or  Accidents ;  chiefly  from  hav¬ 
ing  taken  the  Infection  in  the  common  way, 
by  Infpiration,  before  it  could  be  given  them 
in  this  way  of  Tranfplantation.  However  at 
prefent  I  need  fay  no  more  of  this,  having  al¬ 
ready  given  you  fome  Report  of  our  Proceed¬ 
ings  in  it.

To  them  who  are  under  the  Inoculation  of 
the  Small  Pox,  we  commonly  give  a  Vomit , 
in  the  time  of  their  Decumbiture,  a  Day  or 
two  before  the  expected  Eruption.  One  of 
our  Patients  not  vomiting  fo  freely  as  he 
would  have  done*  thruft  a  Finger  or  two  into 
his  Throat,  which  fetch'd  up,  what  was  to  be 
difcharg'd  from  his  uneafy  Stomach  $  He  had 
but  a  few  of  the  Small  Pox,  and  the  Puftules 
were  fufficiently  of  the  diftinbl  Sort ,  as  it 
ufes  to  be  where  they  have  the  Smallpox  In¬ 
oculated  ;  but  the  Fingers  that  had  been  thus 
employ'd,  prov'd  as  full  as  they  could  hold, of 
the  confluet  Sort ,  which  he  now  thought  his 
whole  Body  would  have  been,  if  we  had  not 
in  this  Way  prevented  it. 

Do&or  Leigh  in  his  Natural  Hifiory  of 
Lancashire,  counts  it  an  Occurrence  worth 
relating,  that  there  were  fome  Catts  known 
to  catch  the  Smallpox  j  and  pafs  regularly 
thro'  the  State  of  it ,  and  then  to  die.  We 
liave  had  among  us  the  very  fame  Occur¬ 
rence. 

It  was  generally  obferv’d  and  complain’d, 
that  the  Pigeon- Hotifes  of  the  City  continu'd 
unfruitful,  and  the  Pigeons  did  not  hatch  or 
lay  as  they  ufed  to  do,  all  the  while  that  the 
Small  Pox  was  in  its  Epidemical  Progrefs  : 
And  it  is  very  flrongly  affirm'd  that  our 
Dunghil  Fowl  felt  much  of  the  like  Effed 
upon  them.

We  have  fo  many  among  us,  who  have 
been  vifited  with  the  blague  in  other  Coun¬ 
tries  many  Years  ago,  and  who  have  never 
been  arrefted  with  the  Small  \ Vox  after  it,  tho" 
they  have  been  expofed  as  much  as  any  othei: 
People  to  it ;  that  it  now  begins  to  obtain  a 
Belief  with  us,  that  they  who  have  had  the 
"Plague ,  will  never  have  the  Small  Pox  af¬ 
ter  it.  v 

I  will  add  but  one  Thing  more.  For  Suc¬ 
cour  under  the  SmallPox ,  where  Life  is  in 
Danger,  after  all  the  Methods  and  Medicines, 
that  our  Sydenham  and  others  rely  upon  5  I 
can  allure  you,  we  have  yet  found  nothing  fo 
fure  as  this  5  Procure  for  the  Patient,  as  early  as 
may  be,  by  Epifpafliks  a  plentiful  Difcharge 
at  the  Hand-writs,  or  Ancles,  or  both,  (I  fay 
as  early  as  my  be)  and  keep  them  running 
till  the  Danger  is  over.  When  the  Venom 
of  the  Small  Tox,  makes  an  evident  or  vio¬ 
lent  Invafion  on  the  Nobler  Parts  this  Dif¬ 
charge  does  wonderfully.  I  am  forry  it  was 
fo  late  before  we  fell  into  this  Way?  but  it 
has  conftantly  proffer’d:  I  know  not  that  it 
has  once  mifcarried,  fince  we  came  into  it.

MY  Lord  B  -  -  ~  -J Vs  Six  Children  were 
Inoculated  the  is th  April:  Five  of 
them  had  got  thro"  the  Small  Box  before  the 
30 th,  when  his  Servant  was  Inoculated.  He 
came  from  Cirencejler  to  My  Lord's  Houfe  in 
London  about  the  Time  that  his  Children  had 
the  Small  Box  on  them,  with  an  Intent  to  be 
Inoculated  5  but  Matter  could  not  be  found  fo 
Toon  as  defired,  and  the  Fellow  in  the  mean 
time  liv'd  among  the  Servants  that  attended 
on  My  Lord's  Children :  Whether  he  had 
contracted  any  Infection  by  that  Commerce 
is  not  determin’d ;  or  whether  the  Diforder 
he  had  on  him  three  or  four  Days  before  he 
was  Inoculated,  may  be  aferibed  to  that,  as 
Tome  have  thought,  or  to  a  Change  of  Dyet 
and  Air,  or  only  to  a  Cold  caught $  'tis  1110ft 
certain  he  complain’d  then  of  Pain  in  his  - 
Head  and  Bones  5  and  was  feverifli.  DoCtor 
Mead  was  confulted,  and  order'd  him  to  be 
blooded,  vomited,  and  other  Medicines  for 
his  Relief  5  and  that  the  Inoculation  fhould 
be  Poftpon'd  till  after  his  Recovery :  For  this 
End  he  was  remov’d  out  of  My  Lord's  Houfe 
to  a  Nurfc,  who  takes  People  in  for  the  Small 
Box.  He  got  well  of  his  Complaints  the  zSth 
April ;  and  'twas  thought  proper  to  Inocu¬ 
late  him  the  30 th  Ditto.  He  kept  well  till  the

him  than  what  is  ufual  before  the  Eruption  of 
the  Small  Pox  after  Inoculation.  On  the  6th 
the  Eruptions  were  plain  of  the  diftind  large 
Kind,  and  he  was  relieved  chi  that  Account  , 
but  at  Night  his  Complaints  returned  on  him* 
and  were  rather  more  lever e  than  they  had 
been,  he  having  then  a  kind  of  j Diliriani ?  fre¬ 
quent  Vomitings  and  Stools  3  Thefe  conti¬ 
nuing  the  7 thy  Dodor  Arbothnot  was  call'd 
to  his  Affiftance.  Dodor  Mead  law  him  allb 
thenextDay.  They  pre  ferib'd  fe  veral  things* 
which  had  the  defir'd  Succefs;  but  at  this 
Time  his  Body  was  cover'd  with  Smallpox , 
and  moft  of  it  of  the  confluent  Sort.  He 
continu'd  in  a  tolerable  good  Way  till  the 
wth  of  May ,  when  his  Fever  was  fharper  on 
him,  with  a  Ptilirium  and  Difficulty  of 
Breathing.  He  was  then  blooded  and  blifterd, 
but  without  any  Effcd.  He  died  the  1  \th> 
and  was  open'd  the  13th.  Then  upon  Inlpc- 
0  ^ing  the  Outfide  of  his  Body,  the  Face  and 
Limbs  were  found  as  full  of  Smallpox  as 
they  could  hold  5  as  were  allb  two  Places  in 
his  Breaft  and  Shoulders  5  they  all  appearing 
oi  the  Confluent  Sort.  Nothing  Material 
was  obferv'd  in  the  Difledion  of  his  Body, 
laving  that  the  Lungs  were  Inflamed  and  mor¬ 
tified  5  and  that  in  the  Cavities  of  the  Thorax 
there  was  a  pretty  large  Quantity  of  bloody 
Matter  extravafated.

'  fame  four  Months  fince,  and  would 
then  have  been  Bublijhed,  had  not  their  Roy¬ 
al  Highneffes  {at  whofe  Command  the  Ope¬ 
ration  at  Newgate  was  performed)  been  all 
this  while  generoufy  intending  farther  to  o- 
blige  the  Pub  lick,  by  encouraging  and  promo - 
ting  other  Trials  of  that  Kind,  both  upon 
Parifh  Children  and  grown  Perfons.  But

A  V  I  N  G  underflood,  fiiice  my 
Retirement  into  the  Country, 
that  the  late  Experiment  of 
Inoculating  the  Small-Pox  at 
Newgate,  has  been  pretty  much 
talk’d  of ;  and  finding  withal,  that  the 
Reports  of  that  Matter  are  various,  and 
oftentimes  contradictory  :  I  thought  it  be¬ 
came  me,  to  give  the  Publick  a  plain  and 
honeft  Account  of  the  Truth  of  FaCts  ; 
both  to  prevent,  if  pofllble,  any  one’s  being 
impos’d  upon,  as  to  the  Trials  already 
made  ;  or  fear’d  from  the  Practice  of  it  for 
the  future.

Tis  not  here  my  Defign  to  offer  aft 
ffflay  on  the  Theory  of  the  Small-Pox  ;  of 
to  attempt  the  beft  Methods  of  Cure  :  I 
leave  that  to  the  learned  Gentlemen  of  the 
Profeflion  ;  who,  I  do  not  queftion,  not- 
withstanding  all  their  beft  Difcoveries  and 
Ohfervations  hitherto  made,  will  certainly 
agree  with  me,  That  it  is  a  Diftemper  of 
the  molt  fatal  and  deft ru Stive  kind  ^  and 
that,  far  from  being  poffeiYd  of  any  infal¬ 
lible  Method  or  Remedy,  they  will  own, 
tis  many  Times  too  too  hard  for  them,  and 
very  often  baffles  the  moft  celebrated  Skill. 

They  cannot  then  Re  offended,  (lam 
fare  the  better  and  more  candid  Part  of 
the  Faculty  will  not)  if,  out  of  a  iingie 
View  of  doing  good,.  I  here  publifti  to  the 
World  a  certain  Method  of  Relieving  Man¬ 


kind,  and  refeuing  them 

and  fatal  EffeSts  of  that 


from  the  Fears 
very  loathfome 


and  malignant  Difeafe. 

The  Method  I  here  propofc,  is  no  other 
than  that  very  plain  one  of  railing  the 
Small  Pox  by  Inoculation,  A  Method, 
new  indeed,  and  utterly  unknown  here, 
till  of  late,  tho’  univerfaily  practis’d  with 
Succefs  all  over  Ttirky  thefe  threefcore 
Years  pair ,  and  in  other  Parts  of  the  Tlaju 
an  hundred,  or,  for  ought  we  know,  fomc 
hundreds  of  Years  before.  The  Practice 


having,  thus  obtain’d  among!!  an  illiterate 
Sort  of  People,  what  1  here  offer  to  recom¬ 
mend  ity  iliall  be  delivered  in  the  plaineft 


Manner,  and  fuited  to  the  meaneft  Capa¬ 
city  3  without  the  labour’d  Embellishments 
of  Learning  or  Eloquence  :  And  indeed, 
one  would  think,  thefe  fliould  not  be  here 
wanted,  to  reconcile  to  this  very  Life  and 
ufeful  Method,  even  Perfons  of  a  higher 
Rank,  and  more  delicate  Tafle  5  efpecially 
fince  they,  of  all  Sorts  of  People,  generally 
Speaking,  fuffer  the  moft  ,*  witnefs  the  Ha- 
vock  made  in  great  Families,  not  many 
Months  fince,  by  that  Mighty  Difeafe, 
which  .Seem’d  then  to  go  forth  like  a  de¬ 
stroying  Angel,  Subduing  all  before  it,  and 
contemning  all  human  Means  us’d  to  Stop 
its  Career. 

It  may  therefore  be  -hoped,  that  This 
Practice  Should  meet  with  a  kind  Reception 
erven  by  them,  who,  of  all  others,  are  moft 
terribly  fearful  of  the  prodigious  Loath- 
fomenefs  of  the  Diftemper,  and  of  the  ugly 
and  monftrous  Eifeds  it  leaves,  both  on 
them,  and  their  Children  :  Yet  being  ap,~ 
prehenfive,  that  Sloth  and  Lazinefs,  ill- 
placed  A  fired  ion  and  Tendernefs,  and  it 
may  be,  fome  worfe  Difpofitions  too,  which 
I  am  not  willing  to  fuggeft,  may  pofiibly 
ftifle  this  fafe  and  ufeful  Method  in  its 
Birth  ;  I  flia-11  here  take  a  little  Pains  to 
obviate  the  Scruples  and  Objections,  which 
are  commonly  rais’d  againft  it.  And  m 
Order  to  this,  ilia  11,  firft  of  all,  give  a 
Short  and  Hiftorical  Account  of  what  I 
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have  feen  and  pra&is’d,  both  in  fturhy  and 
at  London . 

In  the  Year  1717,  when  I  had  the  Ho¬ 
nour  to  attend  the  Lnglijh  Ambaflfador  and 
his  Family  at  Conftantinople ,  I  had  a  fair 
Opportunity  fully  to  inform  my  felf  of 
what  I  had  long  before  heard,  namely.,  the 
famous  Practice  of  Lranfplanting, ,  or  railing 
the  Small  Tox  by  Inoculation . 

My  Enquiry  chiefly  turn’d  upon  two  or 
three  Particulars,  which,  I  thought,  could 
I  be  well  fatisfied  in,  would  go  a  great  way 
towards  convincing  me  of  the  mighty  Ad¬ 
vantages  and  Safety  of  the  Method,  and 
refolving  my  greatelt  Scruples  and  Difficul¬ 
ties  againft  it. 

Having  heard  that  this  contagious  Dif- 
eafe,  which  for  many  Centuries  of  Years 
has  prov’d  fuch  a  terrible  Scourge  to  Man¬ 
kind,  had  its  firft  Rife  in  Egypt,  Jrabia , 
and  other  Parts  of  the  Eaft ,  1  thought  it 
proper  to  enquire,  Firft ,  Whether  it  conti¬ 
nues  frill  to  rage  in  the  fturkijh  Dominions 
in  that  violent  Manner  it  was  anciently 
obferv’d  to  do  5  and  as  at  times,  it  is  known 
to  attack  us  here,  and  molt  other  Parts 
of  Europe  :  For  Should  it  be  found  to  be 
always  of  a  milder  and  more  temperate 
Sort  than  ours,  why  fhould  that  People 
take  fo  very  flrange  and  uncommon  a  Way 
to  avoid  it  ?  I  quickly  found  the  Cafe  to 
be  quite  otherwife,  being  allur’d,  befides 
'  -  ■  ■  what

what  I  law  with  my  Eyes,  that  the  Small 
Pox  is  rather  more  Malignant  and  Epidemic 
there,  than  with  us  5  1  infomuch  that,  as 
fome  have  affirmed,  one  half,  or  at  leaf! 
one  third  Part  of  the  Bifeafed,  at  certain 
Times,  do  die  of  it  ,*  and  they  that  efcape* 
are  terribly  disfigur'd  by  it  f. 

!  Again,  I  enquired  what  were  the  Sym¬ 
ptoms  which  attend  this  new'  and  firange 
Operation  ?  And  whether  the  Iffue  is  al¬ 
ways  known  to  be  falutary  f  The  DiB 
order  both  before  and  after  the  Eruption 
Was  fo  very  flight  and  gentle,  that,  in 
Stri&nefs  of  Speech,  it  could  not  be  called 
a  Difeafe,  having  none  of  the  ufual  Com¬ 
plaints  of  Pain  in  the  Back,  Vomitings, 
Head-achs,  Thirft,  Inquietude,  and  the 
like,  the  Pulfe  being  only  fomewhat  fuller 
and  higher  than  before ;  yet  fo  far  from  a 
Fever,  that  it  fcarce  defer ves  the  Name  of 
a  Febricula ,  bating  fome  lingular  Inflances, 
which  are  fo  rare,  that  they  are  not  One 
to  a  Thoufand.  And  laft  of  all,  which  I 
thought  not  a  little  material,  The  Puftules, 
whether  many  or  few,  (and  they  common¬ 
ly  were  from  1  o  to  an  1 00,  fometimes  more) 
never  left  any  Marks  or  Pits  behind  them, 
except  only  in  the  Incifions,  or  Parts  In¬ 
grafted,  -  s"

But  flill  I  had  one  Difficulty  left,  which 
1  took  to  be  the  moft  confiderable  ;  and 
which,  if  not  fully  clear’d,  would  render, 
in  my  Opinion,  the  whole  of  the  Procefs 
but  trifling  and  precarious  :  And  that  is, 
whether  every  one  who  has  undergone  this 
Operation,  is  really  fecured  againft  all  fu~ 
ture  Danger  of  catching  the  Small  Vox  by 
Infection  ?  Were  I  but  well  alfur’d  of  this, 
I  iliould  then,  I  thought,  be  at  Liberty  to 
praftife  it  my  felf,  and  likewife  with  Con¬ 
fidence  recommend  it  to  others.  AM  my 
Enquiries  here  were  fully  anfwered  beyond 
Expreffion  :  For  I  was  affured  by  all,  and 
they  could  have  no  Defign  to  impofe  upon 
me,  that  there  was  not  an  Inftance  known 
of  any  one’s  being  ever  infeCted,  who  had 
had  any  Puftules  at  all,  how  few  fo  evpr 
rais’d  ;by  Inoculation ;  tho’  for  a  further 
Trial,  feveral  had  been  once  and  again 
Ingrafted  ■;  and  others  alfo  had  been  con¬ 
fined  to  the  Room,  and  in  the  fame  Bed 
too  with  the  InieCted.  Eli  is  I  rejoiced  to 
hear,*  and  from  thence  concluded  the  Pra¬ 
ctice  to  .be  univerfally  fafe  and  ufeful.  And 
indeed  wonder’d  not  a  little,  that,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  Authentic  Accounts  there¬ 
of  more  than  once  transmitted  into  England^ 
there  had  never  been  hitherto  any  fair 
and  full  Trial  made  of  it. 

Hence  alfo  I  could  not  forbear  admiring; 
the  very  great  Sagacity  of  the  Men  who 
fitit  invented  this  Method  5  and  the  lau¬ 
dable 
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dable  and  diligent  Obfervation  of  them 
too,  who  fo  carefully  practis’d  it  themfelves, 
and  fo  faithfully  convey’d  it  to  their  Neigh¬ 
bours  .*  They  all  indeed  were  fenlible  of 
the  Benefit,  and  found  their  Account  in  it. 

About  this  Time,  the  Ambaftador’s  in¬ 
genious  Lady,  who  had  been  at  fome  Pains 
to  fatisfie  her  Curiofity  in  this  Matter,  and 
had  made  fome  ufeful  Obfervations  on  the 
Brattice,  was  fo  thoroughly  convinced  of 
the  Safety  of  it,  that  She  refolv’d  to  fub- 
mit  her  only  Son  to  it,  a  very  hopeful  Boy 
of  about  Six  Years  of  Age  :  She  fir  ft  of  all. 
order’d  me  to  find  out  a  fit  Subject  to  take 
the  Matter  from  j  and  then  fent  for  an  old 
Greek  Woman,,  who  had  practis’d  this  Way 
a  great  many  Years  :  After  a  good  deal 
of  Trouble  and  Pains,  I  found  a  proper 
Suhjedt,  and  then  the  good  Wom^i.  went 
to  work  ,•  but  fo  awkwardly  by  the  fhak- 
ing  of  her  Hand,  and  put  the  Child  to  fo 
much  Torture  with  her  blunt  and  rufty 
Needle,  that  I  pitied  his  Cries,  who  had 
ever  been  of  fuch  Spirit  and  Courage,  that 
hardly  any  Thing  of  Pain  could  make  him 
cry  before  ,•  and  therefore  Inoculated  the 
other  Arm  with  my  own  Inftrument,  and 
with  fo  little  Pain  to  him,  that  he  did  not 
in  the  leaft  complain  of  it.  The  Opera¬ 
tion  took  in  both  Arms,  and  fuceeeded 
perfectly  well.  After  the  third  Day,  bright 
red  Spots  appear’d  in  his  Face,  then  dif- 
appear’d  ,  and  thus  interchangeably  (as  it 
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commonly  happens)  till  in  the  Night  be¬ 
twixt  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Day,  he 
was  obferved  to  be  a  little  hot  and  thiifty, 
yet  remain’d  fo  but  a  few  Hours  ;  and  then 
the  Small  Pox  came  out  fair  :  They  be¬ 
came  round  and  yellow,  like  thole  of  the 
more  gentle  diftind  kind;  and  the  Red 
Spots  which  appeared  firft,  were  the  fulled 
and  larged  of  all :  They  began  to  cruft 
a  few  Days  after,  and  then  gently  died 
away  ;  fo  that  the  young  Gentleman  was 
quickly  in  a  Condition  to  go  Abroad  with 
Safety.  He  had  above  an  hundred  in  all 
upon  his  Body ;  but  without  any  the  leaft 
Difofder  but  what  I  have  mentioned  : 
And  they  all  fell  off,  without  leaving  any 
one  Mark  or  Imprefiion  behind  them.  This 
Operation  was  performed  at  per  a  near  Con- 
fiantinople ,  in  the  Month  of  March  1717. 

The  Honourable  Lady  abovementioned, 
who  had  been  happily  delivered  of  a  Daugh¬ 
ter  feme  three  Months  before,  feeing  the 
great  Succefs  of  the  Operation  upon  her 
Son,  had  a  Mind  to  have  it  tried  alfo 
upon  the  Infant  :  But  this,  for  certain  Rea- 
fons,  was  then  laid  aiide,  and  I  hope  very 
luckily,  being  referv’d  to  fet  the  Firft  and 
Great  Example  to  England of  the  perfed 
Safety  of  this  Pradice,  and  efpecially  _  to 
Pcrfons  of  the  Firft  Rank  and  Quality, 
who  have  ever  buffer’d  fo  much  by  that 
fatal  Diftcmper, 


This 


This  Noble  Lady  fent  for  me  laft  Jprik 
and  when  I  came,  iiie  told  me.  Hie  was 
now  refolved  to  have  her  Daughter  Ino¬ 
culated,  and  delir’d  me  forthwith  to  find 
out  Matter  for  the  Purpofe.  1  pleaded 
for  a  Delay  of  a  Week  or  two,  the  Wea- 
•ther  being  then  cold  and  wet ;  for  indeed, 
I  was  unwilling  to  venture  on  an  Experi¬ 
ment  altogether  new  and  uncommon  here, 
in  a  cold  Seafon ;  tho’  I  am  now  convinc’d 
it  may,  with  due  Care,  be  pradis’d  at  all 
Times  and  Seafons,  but  dill  with  more 
Safety  in  the  temperate  and  favourable. 
I  alfo  pray’d,  that  any  two  Phyficians, 
whom  they  thought  fit,  might  be  call  d. 
not  only  to  confult  the  Health  and  Safety 
■of  the  Child,  but  likewife  to  be  Eye- 
witnefies  of  the  Pradice,  and  contribute  to 
the  Credit  and  Reputation  of  it.  This 
indeed  was  at  firft  deny’d  me,  it  may  be, 
out  of  a  Defign  to  keep  it  fecret,  or  lead 

it  fhouid  come  to  nothing. 

In  the  mean  time  having  round  proper 
Matter,  I  ingrafted  it  in  both  Arms,  after 
the  ufual  Manner :  the  Child  was  neither 


blooded  nor  purg’d  before,  nor  indeed  was 
it  neceffary,  confidering  the  clean  Habit 
of  Body,  and  the  very  cool,  regular  Diet 
£he  had  ever  been  kept  to  from  her  In¬ 
fancy.  She  continued  eafie  and  \  well, 
without  any  fenfible  Alteration,  bateing 
the  ufual  little  Spots  and  Flufhings,^  till 
the  tenth  Night,  when  Ihe  was  obferv  d 
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to  be  a  little  hot  and  Feverifh.  An  an¬ 
cient  Apothecary  in  the  Neighbourhood 
being  then  call’d,  prudently  advis’d  not 
to  give  the  Child  any  Medicine,  alluring 
them  there  was  no  Danger,  and  that  the 
Heat  would  quickly  abate,  which  accord- 
ingly  it  did  ;  and  the  Small  Pox  began 
next  Morning  to  appear,  which  was  indeed 
fome  two  Days  later  than  ufual,  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  uncommon  Difcharge  of  Matter 
at  the  Incilions  from  the  Beginning.  Three 
learned  Phylicians  of  the  College  were  ad¬ 
mitted,  one  after  another,  to  vilit  the 
young  Lady ;  they  are  all  Gentlemen  of 
Honour,  and  will  on  all  Occalions  declare, 
as  they  have  hitherto  done,  that  they  faw 
Mifs  Worthy  playing  about  the  Room, 
chearful  and  well,  with  the  Small  Pox 
rais’d  upon  her ;  and  that  in  a  few  Days 
after  flie  perfediy  recover’d  of  them.  Se¬ 
veral  Ladies,  and  other  Perfons  of  Diftin- 
dion,  vilited  alio  this  young  Patient,  and 
can  atteft  the  Truth  of  this  Fad.  I  need 
not  here  be  more  particular  in  determining 
the  feveral  Periods  of  this  Cafe,  they  being 
the  very  lame  with  that  abovementioned 
except  only  that  here  the  Pullules  were 
not  fo  many,  nor  did  they  ripen  fo  foon  ,* 
which  may  be  eafily  accounted  for,  with¬ 
out  having  Regard  to  the  Difference  of 
Climates,  lor  there  is  little  or  nothing  in 
that,  feeing  the  CircaJJians ,  and  others 
inhabiting  the  Banks  of  the  Ctijpian  Sea, 
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a  Climate  much  colder  and  more  difficult 
than  ours,  pra&ife  it  with  Safety. 

Another  Inftance  I  ihall  give  for  the 
further  Confirmation  of  this  Pradlice;  name¬ 
ly,  one  of  the  learned  Phyficians  above- 
mentioned,  who  had  vifited  Mil's  Worthy , 
having  fome  Years  fince  fully  inform’d  him- 
felf  of  this  Method  of  Practice,  and  being 
thoroughly  fatisfied  of  the  Safety  and 
Reafonablenefs  of  it,  at  length  refolved 
to  try  it  in  his  own  Family :  He  had  for¬ 
merly  loft  fome  Children  in  a  very  malig¬ 
nant  kind  of  the  Small  Pox,  and  therefore 
defired  me  to  lofe  no  Time  to  ingraft  the 
only  Son  he  had  left.  The  Boy  (who  was 
not  quite  Six  Years  of  Age)  being  of  a 
pretty  warm  and  fanguine  Complexion,  the 
DoCtor  ordered  about  five  Ounces  of  Blood 
to  be  taken  from  him  ;  and  then,  in  ten 
Days  after,  having  found  Matter  which  he 
lik’d,  I  inoculated  him  in  both  Arms.  This 
was  performed  the  nth  of  May ;  next 
Day  having  look’d  at  the  Incifions,  I  found 
them,  both  inflam’d,  which  convinced  me 
the  Thing  had  taken.  Some  Red  Spots 
appeared  about  his  Temples  the  third 
Day ;  and  fome  two  or  three  Pullules  be¬ 
tween  the  feventh  and  eighth  ;  the  Boy 
being  all  the  while  without  any  Thing  of 
Thirft,  Head-ach,  or  any  other  Diforder, 
only  his  Pulfe  was  obferv’d  to  be  fuller 
and  quicker;  and  then  about  the  10th  or 
ij thy  fome  more  Puftules  appear’d  round 
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and  yellow ;  and  in  two  or  three  Days 
more  dy’d  away  :  The  Inciiions  continuing;, 
all  the  while  inflamed,  and  difcharging  a 
thick  well-digefted  Matter. 

Here  I  could  bring  a  great  many  Cafes^ 
of  Perfons  inoculated  in  T’lirky,  to  prove 
the  conftant  and  certain  Succefs  of  this 
Pradice  y  in  all  which  I  have  never  feen 
any  Mifcarrlage,  except  in  One,  which  was 
wholly  owing  to  the  Rafhnefs  and  Inadver¬ 
tence  of  a  Surgeon  at  Conftantinopk .  I 
would  not  here  be  thought  to  pretend  to 
si  Secret,-  or  to  make  a  Myftery  of  this 
Operation  ;  noy  my  Defign  is,  only  to  advife 
every  one  that  attempts  it  to  be  cautious  t 
For  ill  Confequences  may  fometimes  hap¬ 
pen,  and  never  more  than  in  Things  com¬ 
mon  and  eafy,  and  adapted  to  vulgar  Ca¬ 
pacities.  In  it  felf  indeed  it  is  Ample  and 
obvious,  and  may,  like  other  plain  Chi- 
furgical  Operations,  be  in  a  manner  Me¬ 
chanically  learn’d  and  practis’d  :  For,  not 
to  mention  fevcral  Surgeons,  whofe  Bulinefs 
it  is  ;  I  knew  an  old  Greek  Woman,  who, 
having;  been  taught  it  from  her  Youth,  had 
pradifed  it  with  Succefs  a  great  many  Years. 

Hence,  if  any  Regard  be  due  to  Fads, 
and  to  the  moil  certain  Obfervation  and 
Experience  of  others  ♦  which,  in  Matters 
of  Practice,  have  ever  been  counted  the 
belt  and  lured  Diredion  I  am  perfwaded, 
all  impartial  People  will  allow  this  Method 
to  be  not  only  fate,  but  ufeful  ;  and  highly 

worthy 
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worthy  to  be  receiv’d  with  Efteem  and 
Applaufe.  Is  it  not  a  Matter  of  the  greateft 
Importance  to  us,  to  know  how  to  prevent 
the  mighty  Contagion  of  the  Small  Pox ; 
and  how  to  preferve  our  Children  and  Fa¬ 
milies  from  the  violent  Attacks,  and  fatal 
Effects  of  it  ?  What  would  not  tender 
Parents  give'  to  fecure  to  them  the  Lives 
and  Features  of  their  beloved  Offspring  $ 
when  they  behold  them  disfigured  by  the 
loathfome  Difeafe,  and  ftruggling  with  the 
Pangs  of  Death?  Do  not  we  oftentimes 
fee  great  Families  extinguiili  d  by  it,  as  by 
the  .Plague,  and  their  Titles  and  Eftates 
thereby  tranfmitted  to  Strangers  ?  And  if 
they  have  the  good  Fortune  to  efcape  with 
their  Lives,  wThat  an  ugly  Change  from 
what  they  were  before  ?  What  Fittings, 
Seams,  and  Scars  in  their  Faces  ?  What 
Films  and  Fiftula’s,  and  fometimes  Blind- 
nefs  in  their  Eyes  ?  What  Ulcers  and  Im~ 
pofthumes  in  their  Bodies  ;  Contradhons  of 
the  Nerves,  and  even  Lamenefs  for  Life  ? 
Again,  to  avoid  the  Infection,  what  Un- 
ealinefs  and  Difquiet  of  Mind,  what  Fears- 
and  Apprehenfions  do  not  even  grown  Peo¬ 
ple  labour  under,  efpecially  the^  more  de¬ 
licate  and  tender  ?  Don’t  they  renounce 
all  Commerce  with  their  bell  Friends  and 
dearcfl:  Relations  ?  And  if  by  chance  they 
meet  an  Object  that  has  but  lately  reco¬ 
ver’d,  how  fufceptible  then  are  they  of 
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the  Difteniper  ?  And  how  few  thus  feiz’d 
do  ever  efeape  ? 

In  fhort  then,  to  prevent  all  thefe,  and 
many  the  like  Calamities,  the  almoft  univer- 
fal  and  inevitable  Confequences  of  this 
fatal  Difeafe  ,•  I  may  truly  venture  to  af¬ 
firm,  that  the  Method  here  recommended 
is,  of  all  others  hitherto  known,  the  fafeft ; 
and  I  am  fure  far  more  infallible,  than 
that  of  the  moll  learned  and  moll  cautious 
Practice* 

I  have,  however*  in  ConVcrfation,  met 
with  feveral  Scruples  and  Objections  againft 
this  Method  ;  fome  whereof  relate  to  the 
manner  of  the  Operation  ;  which,  I  hope, 
by  the  Account  already  given,  are  in  fome 
meafure  fatisfy’d  :  Some  again  concern  the 
Lawfulnefs  of  it ;  and  others  would  even 
feem  to  queftion  the  Fad,  denying  that 
the  Small  Pox  are  hereby  rais’d  ;  or  that 
the  Eruptions  ought  to  be  deem’d  of  that 
kind  ;  iince  they  are  not  preceded  by  a 
Fever,  nor  attended  with  the  ufual  Pe¬ 
riods  of  the  Dillemper. 

They  that  fcruple  the  Lawfulnefs  of  this 
Practice,  are  apt  to  call  it,  a  Prefumption, 
a  forcing  of  Nature,  a  tempting  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  and  the  like.  True  indeed,  were 
the  Operation  in  it  felf  dangerous  ;  and 
the  Illue  generally  doubtful,  as  feveral, 
both  in  Phyiick  and  Surgery  fometimes  are, 
yet  neither  prefumptuous  nor  unlawful  for 
all  that ;  I  fhould  be  ready  to  own  the 
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Charge,  and  yield  it  at  once  to  the  tender-.' 
hearted  and  the  fcrupulous :  But  pray 
what  are  they  afraid  of?  Is  there  any 
Thing  here  frightful,  or  fhocking  to  the 
niceft  and  the  moft  delicate  ?  The  Practice 
is  moft  plain,  rational,  and  eafie,  intended 
only  to  prevent  the  malignant  Infeftion, 
and  to  preferve  Life  :  not  to  give  a  Difeafe, 
and  in  this  Senfe,  to  force  Nature  before 
its  Time  ;  but  in  effe<ft,  to  cleanfe  Nature 
from  the  latent  'Pomes  or  Seminium ;  and 
to  fecure  againft  that  popular  Contagion. 
We  have  heard,  and  indeed  it  were  much 
to  be  wifh’d  we  had  any  that  truly  deferve 
the  Name,  of  Prefervatives  againft  the 
Plague ;  And  why  may  not  Phis,  which  has 
elfewhere  been  fo  univerfally  tried  and  ap¬ 
proved,  pafs  for  One  againft  the  Small  Pox  ? 

But  again,  what  do  they  mean  by  tempt¬ 
ing  of  Providence?  Can  they  imagine, 
that  ufing  the  fair  and  proper  Means  of 
avoiding  and  preventing  a  Difeafe,  is  often- 
five  to  Providence  ?  Why  then  do  they 
Bleed,  Vomit,  or  Purge,  or  ufe  any  other 
Remedy,  to  prevent  a  Fever  ?  And  why 
don’t  they  truft  that  Providence,  rather  than 
dare  to  abandon  their  Families,  and  defert 
the  Diftrefted,  to  flee  from  this  or  any 
other  Difeafe  ?  Nay,  fo  far  am  I  from 
counting  this  Method  tempting  to  Provi¬ 
dence,  that  I  rather  efteem  it  a  Motive  of 
Thankfulnefs  to  the  divine  Providence,  and 
a  great  one  too,  for  the  DHcovery,

As  to  the  Objection  againft  the  Faff,  de¬ 
nying  the  Small  Pox  to  be  hereby  rais'd  : 
Did  the  Eruptions  come  the  natural  and 
common  way,  I  acknowledge  it  to  be  highly 
reafonable  :  For  the  only  way  we  have  to 
diftinguifh.  between  the  genuine  Small  Pox 
of  the  feveral  kinds,  and  the  fpurious,  or 
what  they  call  the  Chicken  Fox,  is  not  only 
by  obferving  the  Nature  and  Periods  of  the 
Puftules,  but  alfo  by  the  firft  Invafion,  and 
fubfequent  Progrefs  of  the  Fever,  and  of 
the  ufual  Symptoms  attending  it.  The 
known  Periods  of  the  Small  Pox  are  diffe¬ 
rent,  according  to  their  different  kinds , 
and  this  Difference  arifeth,  not  only  from 
the  various  Difpofitions  of  the  Juices  and 
Habits  of  the  Bodies  affebted  ;  but  likewife 
from  the  different  Degrees  and  Qualities 
of  the  External  Infection,  howfoever  com¬ 
municated,  as  it  is  mote  or  lefs  fubtil, 
malignant  and  epidemic. 

Now  in  thofe  rais’d  by  Inoculation,  the 
Periods,  tho’  a  little  different  from  the  com¬ 
mon  and  natural,  are,  in  their  kind,  as 
certain  and  regular  as  the  other  :  A  Dif¬ 
ference  indeed  is  obferv'd  of  fometimes  two 
or  three  Days,  as  to  the  Time  of  Eruption ; 
but  that  is  no  more  than  what  is  common 
in  the  natural  Sort.  And  thus  too,  it  is 
with  Rcfpeft  to  the  other  Stages  of  the 
Difcafe :  I  mean  thofe  of  the  Invafion, 
Maturation,  and  Declination ;  -they  are 
equal  and  regular,  and  what  is  more,  the 
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Procefs  is  certain,  and  the  Prognoftick  in*: 
fallible. 

But  the  principal  and  moft  material  Dif¬ 
ference  of  all  lies  in  the  Fever,  which  here 
is  fo  gentle,  that  it  hardly  deferves  the 
Name  ,•  but  in  the  natural  and  efpecially 
the  confluent  kind,  ’tis  always  violentj  and 
often  the  immediate  Caufe  of  Death. 

Were  it  not  altogether  foreign  to  my 
Defign,  and  inconiillent  with  the  Brevity 
I  here  propofe,  I  could  eafily  demonftrate 
the  Caufe  of  this  Difference  ;  and  make 
it  appear,  that  the  fmall  Quantity  of  the 
Matter  inferted  into  the  Capillary  Veffels 
of  the  Skin,  is  not  capable  of  altering  or 
diffolving  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  as  it  happens 
in  the  Cafe  of  Infeftion  ;  nor  of  railing  an 
Ebullition  fufficient  to  produce  a  Fever,  and 
the  dangerous  Symptoms  which  always  fol¬ 
low  upon  it :  And  yet  it  is  certain,  not- 
withftanding  all  this,  that  the  Matter  thus 
inferted  does  produce  Eruptions  of  the  right 
Small  Pox  kind,  with  good  digefted  Matter, 
#.s  hereafter  defer ib’d ;  and  without  any 
Thing  of  the  Danger  and  Loathfomenefs, 
ever  infeparable  from  the  other. 

That  it  is  the  right  and  genuine  kind, 
may  be  further  prov’d  beyond  all  Exception, 
by  a  few  plain  Inllances  here  fubjoin’d  ; 
by  which  it  will  appear,  that  the  Small 
Pox  thus  rais’d  by  Inoculation,  is  truly  in¬ 
fectious  and  catching ;  and  that  fevcrtil 
Adult  Perfons,  who  never  before  had  them, 
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Have  been  actually  feiz’d,  by  means  of  killing 
and  carefling  a  Child,  not  quite  three  Years 
of  Age,  while  the  Eruptions  thus  rais’d 
were  upon  it.  What  ftronger  Proof  can 
reafonably  be  defired  of  the  genuine  Small 
Pox  ?  And  what  need  is  there  of  more 
Words  or  Arguments  to  convince  any  one^ 
that  will  not  be  perfwaded  by  Fads? 

I  am  haftening  to  give  you  an  Account 
of  thofe  Fads,  and  do  alfure  you,  it  fhall 
be  an  honed  and  a  true  one.  But  before 
I  come  to  it,  I  wou’d  briefly  take  notice 
of  a  Qucftion.  or  two,  which  a  learned  Phy- 
fician,  one  Day  ask’d  me,  on  the  Subjed. 
As  firft,  Whether  I  was  always  fure,  thus 
to  give  the  Small  Pox  ?  And  then,  whe¬ 
ther,  when  given,  I  cou’d  engage  the  Pa¬ 
tient  iliould  never  take  them  again  by  In*- 
fedion  > 

To  the  firft,  I  anfwer’d,  the  Operation  had 
never  yet  fail’d  me,  or  any  one  elfe,  that 
I  know  of;  nor  do  1  believe,  it  ever  can, 
w  hen  duly  perform’d,  but  upon  Perfons  who 
have  had  them  before  :  For  1  very  much 
qucftion,  wThat  feme  have  affirm’d,  namely. 
That  there  are  People  in  the  World,  wfeo 
are  not  fufceptiblc  of  the  Difeafc.  In  the 
mean  time,  I  had  a  Mind,  with  great  Sub- 
mililon,  to  have  ask’d  the  Dodor  a  plain 
Qucftion  in  Anfw'er  to  his  ;  and  that  is. 
Whether,  when  he  preferibes  a  Purge  or  a 
Vomit,  he  is  always  fure,  it  will  anfwer 
his-  Intention  ?  For  I  have  often  heard,. 

that 
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that  Vomits  have  fometimes  prov’d  Purges; 
and  Purges,  Vomits  too ;  and,  which  is 
worfe,  that  People  have  had  the  Misfortune 
to  die  under  both  Operations ;  which  has 
never  yet  happen’d,  in  the  Cafe  of  Ingraft¬ 
ing. 

As  to  the  ©odor's  fecond  Queftion,  I  have 
faid  fomewhat  already ;  and  now  can  add 
further,  that  belides  the  frequent  Experi¬ 
ments  which  have  been  made  in  Ttirh;  as, 
of  Inoculating  the  fame  Perfon  a  fecond 
and  a  third  Time,  and  the  like  ;  I  my  felt 
have  lately  made  open  and  repeated  Tryals, 
on  one  of  the  Six  Inoculated  Criminals  oi 
Newgate ,  referved  for  that  purpofe,  fuffici- 
ent  to  convince  any  one,  that  there’s  no 
©anger  of  their  Catching  the  Difeafe  by  any 
future  Infection.  This  is.  One  t  Elizabeth 
Harrifm ,  of  about  nineteen  Years  of  Age. 
Here  I  muft  obferve  to  you,  that  this  Girl 
had  the  feweft  Eruptions  upon  her,  of  any 
of  the  five,  that  were  Inoculated  at  Newgate , 
but  had  a  more  than  Ordinary  Difcharge 
at  the  Incifions. 

I  firft  employ’d  her  as  Nurfe  to  a  Servant 
Maid,  very  ill  and  full  of  the  continued- 
diftind  Kind  of  the  Small  Pox,  in  the  Houfe 
of  Mrs.  Mofs,  in  Chrijfs  Hojpital  Buildings 
at  Hertford ,  whom  fhe  attended  during  the 
whole  Comfe  of  the  Difeafe.  This  Maid 
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had  hardly  recover’d,  when  one  of  the  Boys^ 
about  ten  Years  Old,  of  the  faid  Hofpital, 
was  alfo  feiz’d  with  the  very  fame  Sort  ;  I 
oblig’d  her  to  lie  every  Night  in  the  fame  Bed 
with  this  Boy,  and  to  attend  him  conftantly 
from  the  firfl  Beginning  of  the  Diftemper  to 
the  very  End :  And  thus  fhe  continued  for 
Six  Weeks  together,  without  Intermiffion,  or 
feeling  any  the  lead  Head-Ach  or  other  Dif- 
order;  tho’,  indeed,  I  once  faw  feme  Heats 
and  little  Pimples  upon  her,  as  Nurfes 
commonly  have  under  fuch  Confinements, 
There’s  no  Ground  to  queftion  this  Fad, 
being  attefted  by  a  Cloud  of  Witnelfes, 

For  a  further  Confirmation  of  what  I 
have  faid,  I  once  intended  to  have  here  fub- 
joyn’d  D.  Limoni  and  Pylarims  Letters, 
publifh’d  in  the  Philofophical  Tranfadions, 
No.  339  and  347.  But  being  unwilling  to 
enlarge  this  Account  beyond  its  juft  Bounds, 
I  muft  leave  them  to  another  Opportunity, 
find  withal  take  the  Liberty  to  refer  the 
Reader  to  them,

IN  Obedience  to  their  Royal  Highneftes 
Commands,  I  performed  the  Operation 
p  1  Inoculating  the  Small  Pox,  on  Six  con¬ 
demned  Criminals  at  Newgate  >  in  Prefence 
of  feyeral  eminent  Phyficians,  Surgeons, 
and  others,  C  Lhe 
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5.  John  Jlcock  — 
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Aiignft  9.  1721.  Being  Jfednefda y,  betwixt 
the  Hours  of  9  and  10  in  the  Mornings  I 
made  Incifions  in  both  Arms  and  the  right 
Leg  of  all  the  Six. 

10  and  11.  t thurfday  and  Friday ,  I  find 
little  or  no  Alteration  iti  any  of  them5 
except  Mary  Norths  who  fometimes  was 
troubled  with  Vapours,  as  ufual  to  her : 
They  all  fieep  well,  drefs,  and  walk  about 
all  day,  and  are  hungry  for  their  Food  1 
Their  Pulfe  a  little  rais’d,  but  without  any 
fenfible  DIforder. 

12.  Saturday ,  In  the  Morning  obferving 
the  Incifions  not  fo  much  inflamed,  and 
tending  to  Suppuration  as  ufual ;  and  thence 
fufpedting  the  Matter  ingrafted  to  have 
been  defe&ive  and  languid,  having  been 
kept  at  leail  15  or  16  Hours,  for  a  very 
good,  but  unavoidable  Reafon  >  I  feardfici 
for  frefh  Matter,  and  haying  found  it  in 
Chriff  s  Hofp.it al ,  about  6  a  Clock  at  Night 
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-of  them,  and  ingrafted  it  as  before.  I  had 
bo  Matter  left  for  the  fixth,  Evans. 

13.  Sunday  Morning,  thefe  five  complain 
all  of  Pain  in  both  Arms  :  Having  taken 
off  the  Dreflings,  I  find  all  the  firft’  Incifions 
inflamed  and  fefter’d,  but  without  any 
Sicknefs  in  the  Patients ;  their  Pulfe  fen- 
fibly  higher,  and  their  Water  turbid. 

14.  Monday  Morning,  red  Spots  and 
Flufhings  appear  on  all  the  five  ;  but  moft 
of  all  on  Mary  North ,  efpecially  about  her 
Pace,  Neck,  and  Breaft :  And  fo  like  wife 
011  Ann  <Tompion :  But  without  any  S  ick  - 
nefs,  Head-ach,  or  Thirft ;  except  a  little 
they  complained  of  in  the  Night ;  and  a 
higher  Pulfe. 

15.  dtie/day^  The  fame  Spots  and  Flufh¬ 
ings  appear  frefh  in  the  Morning;  but  turn 
paler  and  darker  towards  Night,  yet  with¬ 
out  anv  Diforder.

It  is  here  to  be  obferved,  That  the  fixth, 
viz.  Richard  Evans^  who  had  had  the 
Small  Pox  in  Prifon  lafl  September ,  has  had 
110  manner  of  Pain,  Heat,  or  Inflammation 
in  any  of  his  Incifions,  nor  any  manner  of 
Alteration  otherwife:  But  all  continuing 
pale  from  the  Beginning,  yeflerday  d-ry’d 
.up  entirely. 

1 6.  JVcdncfday^  They  ail  continue  much 
as  before,  only  their  Incifions  begin  to  dif- 
c-harge  a  thick,  purulent  Matter.  Anne 
‘TompicM  has  a  large  yellow^  Puflule  on  the 
bending  of  her  Thigh,  and  another  on  the 

outfide 
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butfide  of  her  right  Arm,  like  Small  Pox  : 
And  John  Alcock  has  more  frefli  Puftules 
appearing  on  his  Face  and  Arms  ;  having 
had  a  flight  Febricttla  in  the  Night,  with 
difturb’d  Water.  And  John  Cawthery  has 
a  large  yellow  Puftule  on  his  left  Cheek, 
and  feveral  fmall  ones  on  his  Face. 

17.  ! Thursday ',  The  faid  Alcock  has  thefe 
Puftules  appearing  now  fairly,  with  a  yellow 
digefted  Matter,  and  red  Bottoms,  and  a 
great  many  of  them,  but  without  Sicknefs. 
Ann  'Tom pi  on  has  the  fame  yellow  Puftules 
on  her  right  Arm  and  Thigh,  with  other 
frefli  ones  ftruck  out  about  her  Chin  and 
Mouth. 

18.  Friday ,  Alcock' s  Small  Pox  appear 
ftill  fair  and  yellow,  but  fuller  and  larger, 
with  a  bright  red  round  them.  All  the 
others  much  the  fame,  with  their  Incifions 
running. 

19.  Saturday ,  Laft  Night,  this  Alcock  un¬ 

accountably  pricks  and  opens  all  the  Puftules 
he  could  come  at  with  a  Pin  •  which  occa- 
fions  them  to  fall  and  cruft  fooner  :  But 
they  continue  red  at  Bottom  ;  and  the  Inci-*- 
flons  in  him  abate  of  their  Running.  / 

It  is  here  to  be  noted,  that  tho’  he  has  had 
by  much  the  greateft  Number  of  Puftules 
or  Small  Pox  upon  him,  yet  the  fecond 
Time  he  was  touch’d  in  one  Arm  only, 
there  not  being  Matter  enough  for  the 
other  Arm  ,•  whereas  the  other  four  had 
both  Arms  ingrafted,  and  Matter  in  Abun¬ 
dance.  20. 
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20  and  21.  Sunday  and  Monday ,  All  of 
them  continue  as  before :  The  Incifions 
on  the  other  four,  run  Hill  a  thick,  digefted, 
yellow  ‘Pus . 

Here  1  mull  obferve,  that  the  fecond  In¬ 
cifions  in  both  Arms,  by  which  a  vaft  Dif- 
charge  has  been  made,  feem  to  mej  in  the 
Ifiue,  to  have  been  rather  a  Prejudice  and 
Impediment  to  the  Eruption ,  than  to  have, 
in  any  Sort,  contributed  towards  it :  But 
however,  I  believe  them  to  be,  in  all  Re- 
fpe&s,  as  fafe  from  any  future  Infection  as 
Jlcock ,  who  had  6o  Small  Pox,  at  leaft  up¬ 
on  him. 

22  and  23.  Miefday  and  Wedhefday,  All 
of  them  continue  well ;  and  their  Incifions 
ceafe  running,  and  dry  up  apace. 

24.  Phtirfday ,  I  purg’d  Jlcock  and  Caw- 
then  for  the  firft  Time;  and  did  defign  alfo 
to  purge  the  three  Women ;  but  was  pre¬ 
vented  by  their  Monthly  ‘Purgations ,  which, 
I  was  not  a  little  furpriz’d  to  hear,  feiz’d 
them  all  about  the  fame  Time ;  tho’  fome 
of  them  had  been  obftru&ed  feveral  Months 
before. 

2  8 .  Monday ,  Mary  North ,  before  fhe  was 
quite  free,  unaccountably  walh’d  in  cold 
Water,  and  thence  caught  a  violent  Colic.* 
which  lafted  near  two  Days. 

30.  Wednefday ,  They  all  three  take  a 
purging  Potion,  which  anfwers  the  Intenti¬ 
on,  '  and  perfectly  carries  off  Mary  North's 
Colic  Pains. 

31. 
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31,  The  two  Men  are  again  purg’d,  in 
Order  to  their  being  difcharg’d  2  And  fo 
likewife,  next  Day,  are  the  Women, 

And  on  the  Sixth  of  September  pchey  were 
all  difmifs’d  to  their  feveral  Counties  and 
Habitations. 

To  conclude.  The  Thing  has  been  fuc- 
cefsful  on  all  the  Five,  far  beyond  my  Ex¬ 
pectation,  confidering  their  Age,  Habit  of 
Body,  and  Circumftances  ;  and  it  has  per¬ 
fectly  anfwer’d  DoCtor  T’imcms  Account  of 
this  Practice,  and  alfo  the  Experience  of  all 
who  have  feen  it  in  Tkurky. 

I  cannot  here  forbear  mentioning:  the 
very  ample  Teftimony,  which  Mr.  Cook^  an 
eminent  T'urky  Merchant,  one  Day  gave  to 
this  Experiment,  in  my  Hearing  at  Newgate $ 
After  having  fcen  the  Perfons  ingrafted, 
and  fully  confider’d  their  Inciilons  and  E- 
ruptions  ;  He  openly  declared,  they  were 
the  very  fame  with  what  he  had  ever  ob~  ( 
ferved  in  ‘Turky^  of  which  he  had  feeil  a 
great  many  Inftances  :  And  that  we  might 
be  allur’d,  none  of  thefe  here  would  ever 
be  infeCted  with  the  Small  Pox  a  rain. 

And  it  is  particularly  remarkable  in  this 
whole  Affair,  that  tho’  there  was  not  the 
leaft  encouraging  or  favourable  Circumftancer 
attending  it  before  the  'Operation  ,*  yet 
after  it,  nothing  in  any  fort  dangerous  or 
unfuccefsful  did  happen  :  Although  no  Art, 
nor  Humiliating  Medicine,  was  made  Ufe  of 
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to  promote  the  Eruptions  $  not  fo  much  as 
to  oblige  the  Patients  to  keep  their  Bed  ;  the 
whole "  having  been  left  to  Nature,  aillfted 
by  a  drift.  and  regular  Diet. 

Otdobcr  2.  1 72X.  After  due  Preparation 
of  the  Body,  I  ingrafted  Mary  Batt,  an 
Infant  of  two  Y ears  and  an  half  old  } 
Daughter  of  ‘Thomas  Batt,  a  Quaker,  living 
at  Tcmpk ,  within  three  Miles  of  Hertford: 
The  red  Spots  and  Fluihings  appeared  on 
her  Face  and  Neck  the  fourth  Day ;  and 
die  kept  playing  about  well  till  the  feventh 
or  eighth,  when  die  became  a  little  heavy 
and  thirdy,  with  a  fuller  and  quicker  Pulfe  ; 
then  the  Puiiules  came  out  fredi  and  fully 
and  the  Incifions  difeharged  a  thick  well- 
digeded  Matter.  She  had  not  above  20  in 
all  upon  her  ,•  they  continued  about  three 
or  four  Days,  then  dry’d  away  and  fell  off* 
and  the  Child  recover’d  perfectly. 

Thus  far  all  was  well  ;  but  what  hap¬ 
pen’d.  afterwards  was,  I  mud  own,  not  a 
little  furprizing  to  me,  not  having  feen  or 
ebferv’d- any  Thing  like  it  before.  The 
Cafe  was  in  fhort  this ;  Six  of  Mr.  Batts 
Domeftick  Servants,  viz.  four  Men  and 
two  Maids,  who  all,  in  their  Turns,  were* 
wont  to  hue;  and  carefs  this  Child  whild 
under  the  Operation,  and  the  Pudules  were 
out  upon  her,  never  fufpeCling  them  to  be’ 

catching,. 
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catching,  nor  indeed  did  I,  were  all  feizct 
at  once  with  the  right  natural  Small  Pox, 
of  feveral  and  very  different  kinds,*  for  fome 
had  the  round  diftindt  Sort.,  fome  the  fmall 
continued,  and  others  the  confluent  ,*  all  of 
’em  had  a  great  many,  but  especially  the 
laft,  with  the  ufual  bad  Symptoms,  and  very 
narrowly  efcap’d  :  But  they  all  (God  be 
thanked)  did  well,  (except  one  Maid,  that 
would  not  be  govern’d  under  the  Diftem- 
per,  who  dy’d  of  it)  and  now  enjoy  a  per- 
fedt  State  of  Health  t*

October  12.  1721.  I  Inoculated fofeplo  and 
1 Benjamin j  Sons  of  William  Heath  of  Hert¬ 
ford  ;  the  firfl  of  about  feven,  and  the 
fecond  of  three  Years  of  Age  ;  both  with 
the  fame  Matter^  and  at  the  fame  Time: 
the  laft  had  a  very  gentle  and  favourable 
kind,  in  all  Refpedts  like  the  abovenamed 
Mary  ftatt ;  but  the  firft,  mz»  Jofeph ,  be- 
ing  a  fat,  foul,  gluttonous  Boy,  who  would 
not  be  confined  to  the  Rules  and  Directions 
3  had  ftridtly  charged  his  Mother  withal, 
as  to  Diet  and  keeping  warm  was  taken 
'very  ill  before  the  Eruption,  and  after  it 
;had  a  great  Load  of  the  continued  fmall 
kind,  but  at  laft  recover’d  and  did  well. 

£ 
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What  a  mighty  Difference  is  here  to  be 
obferved  between  thofe  two  Boys  !  the 
Ileafon  of  it  feenis  to  be  plainly  this  ;  The 
younger,  who  had  the  favourable  kind, 
was  of  a  clean  Habit,  moderate  Appetite, 
and  eafily  govern’d  during  the  whole  Pro- 
cefs.  The  eider  was  not  only,  as  I  have 
faid,  of  a  grofs,  foul  ConlUtution,  but  like- 
wife  had  a  voracious  Appetite,  always 
eating  and  filling  his  Belly  with  the  coarfeft 
Food  5  as  Cheefe,  fat  Country  Pudding, 
cold  boil’d  Beef,  and  the  like  ;  which  '  I 
faw  my  felf  as  I  came  in  by  chance,  the 
third  Day  after  the  Operation  ,*  nor  was 
there  any  Care  taken  to  refrain  or  keep 
him  Within  in  cold,  windy,  frofty  Weather,* 
he  once  wet  his  Feet  in  the  Water  ;  in- 
fomueh  that  had  he  taken  the  Small  Pox 
by  Infection,  the  World  could  not  have 
lav’d  his  Lire.  Hence  it  appears  how  ne- 
ceffary  it  is  to  cleanfe  thoroughly  thofe 
foul  Habits  before  the  Operation ;  and 
withal  to  keep  them  to  a  very  ftrift  Hegimcn 
under  it. 

Tis  aifo  here  very  remarkable,  further 
to  evince  the  Power  of  Infection,  and  the 
Genuinenefs  of  the  Inoculated  Small  Pox  ; 
that  an  Infant  of  about  four  Months  old, 
then  on  Mrs.  Hecitti s  Breaft,  while  ihe  nurs’d 
hep  two  Sons,  and  lay  in  Bed  with  them, 
was  alfo  leiz’d  with  the  diftinft  natural 
Kind;  and  in  due  Time  perfectly  recover’d. 

Mrs, 
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Mrs.  Heath  aifo,  by  being  Night  and  Day 
conftantly  with  her  Children,  and  always 
embracing  and  carefling  of  ’em,  tho’  fhe 
had  had  the  Small  Pox  many  Years  before, 
ftruck  out  in  feveral  Pimples  or  Puftules  on 
her  Face  and  Hands,  but  without  any 
Thing  of  Sicknefs  or  Diforder  :  which,  we 
knowr,  has  often  happen’d  to  Nurfes,  by  at¬ 
tending  People  in  this  Diftemper ;  and  even 
by  walking  their  Linen. 

Not  many  Days  after  this,  I  met  Mr. 
Hughes  >  Judge  Advocate  General  of  his  Ma- 
jefties  Forces,  who  requefted  me,  upon  my 
Return  to  Hertford ,  to  viiit  his  two  Chil-. 
dren  at  his  Houfe  in  Hertingfordbury ,  which 
I  promis’d  to  do ;  and  found,  when  I  came 
there,  his  Son,  a  Child  of  about  18  Months 
old,  adually  ill  of  the  Small  Pox;  I  imme¬ 
diately  acquainted  Mr.  Hughes  with  this, 
and  wTithal  remov’d  the  Daughter,  who 
was  about  three  Years  of  Age,  to  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  Gentleman’s  Houfe.  Mr.  Hughes 
then  recommended  to  me  the  particular 
Care  of  his  Son,  and  pray’d  me,  if  the 
Small  Pox  Ihou’d  prove  of  the  favourable 
Rind,  not  to  fail  to  inoculate  his  Daughter 
from  him.  The  Boy  had  indeed  the  fair 
diltind  Kind,  and  not  a  great  many,  and 
recover’d  perfedly  of  them;  but  afterwrards 
dy’d  of  a  cancerous  Tumour,  which  had 
been  breeding  in  his  Cheek  and  upper  Jaw,

long  before  his  Seizure  with  the  Small  Pox, 
But  to  return,  I  took  Matter  from  him,  at 
the  proper  1  ime,  and  with  it  Inoculated  his 
Sifter,  November  ijtb,  having  firft  gently 
purg’d  her.  The  Thing  took ;  fhe  ficken’d  the 
24?/&,  and  two  Days  after  the  Small  Pox  ap¬ 
pear’d  fair,  and  continu’d  to  fill  and  ripen 
to  December  the  id,  then  crufted  and  gra¬ 
dually  fell  off  in  the  ufual  Manner. 

This  Young  Patient  had  above  two  Thou- 
fand  Puftules  or  Small  Pox  upon  her,  that 
came  out  .well,  fill’d  up,  ripen’d  and  fell 
off,  obferving  the  moft  regular  Periods  of 
the  natural  Small  Pox  of  the  diftind  Kind; 
yet  fire  did  not  keep  her  Bed  one  Day,  nor 
wanted  a  Nurfe  to  watch  with  her  one 
Night  during  the  whole  Procefs ;  never 
having  been  a  netted  with  the  ufual  Com¬ 
plaints  and  Symptoms  of  the  Natural  Small 

Pox  ;  nor  in  the  leaft  pitted  or  fear’d  with 
them. 

1  thought  it  proper  to  be  the  more  par¬ 
ticular  in  relating  this  Cafe,  becaufe  of  the 
very  falie  Account  which  had  been  given 
of  it  in  the  j Poji  Man  of  December  2  ,  which, 
m  my  Abience,  the  Gentleman  himfelf  was 
pleas’d  to  contradict  in  the  St.  James's 
Evening  Toft,  December  jth.

A  December  17.  I  Inoculated  two  of  Mr. 
John^  Colt's  Children,  at  his  Houfe  in  Cle¬ 
ment's  Lane ,  Lombard  Street j  The  one 
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a  Boy  of  7  3  the  other  a  Girl  of  about  4  Years 
of  Age  y  their  Bodies  having  fir  ft  been  duly 
prepar'd  by  a  Phyfician’s  Order.  They  both 
iieken’d  the  24 th ;  the  Small  Pox  appear’d 
on  the  Girl  the  26th,  and  on  the  Boy  the 
27 thy  they  came  out  gently,  fill’d  and  ripen’d 
to  the  $d  and  4 th  of  January  y  and  then 
died  away  as  ufuaL  Thofe  Children  had 
at  leaft  300  Small  Pox  each,  all  fair  and 
round ;  but  the  Boy  had  rather  more:  His 
came  out  later,  and  kept  out  longer  too 
than  his  Sifter’s  ,•  which  can  only  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  (the  Ingrafted  Matter  having 
been  the  fame,  and  in  the  fame  Quantity)  by 
the  Difference  of  their  Habits  and  juices. 
In  the  mean  Time,  neither  of  ’em  from  the 
Beginning  cou’d  be  faid  to  be  downright  ill  7. 
nor  was  oblig’d  to  lie  in  Bed  7  nor,  in  a 
Word,  was  affeded  with  any  of  the  dange¬ 
rous  or  bad  Symptoms  ordinarily  attending 
that  Difeafe,  or  confequential  to  it. 

They  being  perfectly  recover’d  7  Satur¬ 
day  January  13^,  I  perform’d  the  Opera¬ 
tion  upon  a  third  Child  of  the  faid  Mr* 
Colt 7  a  Boy  of  about  6  Y ears  of  Age,  who 
was  alfo  defign’d  to  have  undergone  it 
with  the  other  two  the  Month  before,  had 
it  not  been  that  he  was  then  out  of  Order  - 
fee  continu  d  cbearful  and  well  till  the  20 tbr 
when  fee  became  ill  and  feverifh  ■  then  the 
Small  Pox  appear’d  the  22 d,  and  three 
Days  after,  the  Eruption  being  quite  over. 
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they  grew  fair,  round,  full  and  yellow^ 
like  the  natural  Small  Pox  of  the  diftindt 
Kind,  and  thus  went  on  to  the  29th  or 
30/^3  when  they  began  to  cruft  and  fall  off 
after  the  ufual  Manner.  This  Child  had 
a  great  many  upon  him,  like  the  above- 
named  Mifs  Hughes ;  and  is  alfo  perfectly 
well  recover’d  of  them  :  He  was  vifited, 
while  under  them  (as  indeed  were  the  o- 
ther  two)  by  feveral  eminent  Phyficians, 
and  other  Perfons  of  Diftindtion  about  the 
Town,  who  all  unamioufty  agreed  that  it 
was  the  right  Small  Pox,  and  declar’d 
themfelves  fully  fatisfied  with  the  Trial. 

I  do  not  here  take  notice  of  the  little 
Heats  and  Flufhings,  which  appear’d  upon 
them  in  the  Beginning ;  nor  of  the  o- 
ther  more  minute  Circumftances  generally 
common  to  all ;  nor  of  the  proper  Eyacua-^ 
tions  prefcrib’d  before  and  after ;  that  I  may 
avoid  tedious  Repetitions,  as  much  as  I 
am  able.  But  I  wou’d  beg  leave  to  add  one 
Obfervation,  the  Reafon  of  which  is  plain 
and  obvious,  namely,  that  the  greater  the 
Difcharge  of  Matter  at  the  Incifions  is,  the 
fewer  commonly  are  the  Eruptions  ,*  and 
on  the  contrary.  Hence  alfo  the  great 
Advantage  of  Iffues  in  "Thrs^  and  other 
cuticular  Difeafes,  may  with  great  Proba¬ 
bility  be  evinced  and  demonftrated. 

But  to  conclude  :  From  thefe  few  Inft an¬ 
tes,  which  I  have  here  contracted  into  the 
narrowed  Compafs,  feveral  very  obvious  and 

life- 
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ufeful  Obfervations  might  be  made,  and  i in- 
queftionable  Proofs  brought,  to  fhew,  in 
the  moll  Satisfactory  Manner,  that  the 
Small  Pox  thus  rais’d  are  of  the  true  and 
genuine  Kind  ;  that  they  may  be  always 
given  and  communicated  to  proper  Subjects, 
young  or  old,  without  any  Danger  of  a 
Relapfe ;  and  finally,  that  this  whole  Pra¬ 
ctice,  prudently  manag’d,  is  always  Safe  and 
Ufeful,  and  the  Ifiue  ever  Certain  and  Sa¬ 
lutary.

The  Mark  fsj  °f  Nurfe 
Warner,  who  attended 
the  [aid  Children* 
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SINCE  the  Publishing;  of  my  Anfwer  td 
Dr.  fVagfiaffes  Letter,  Mr.  Majfey ,  the 
Apothecary,  in  a  Pamphlet  upon  the  fame 
Subject,  has  furn idl'd  an  Obfcrvation  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  Inoculation ,  which  is  very  near  to  a 
PradicalDemonftration  of  theDodrine  which 
I  have  advanc'd.  He  fays,  Of  fever  al  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  the  Children  in  C  hr  id's  Hofpital, 
which  have  had  the  Small  Pox,  none  has  d/d 
within  the  Space  of  eight  Tears  but  one .  From 
which  thefe  Conclufions  naturally  follow. 

Firjt ,  That  if  the  Mortality  of  the  Small 
Fox  is  fo  fmall  among  young  People,  and 
fuch  as  are  kept  to  a  cool  and  regular  Diet, 
(as  that  of  the  Hofpital  is)  it  muft  be  dill 
greater,  than  I  have  computed  it,  among#  the 
Adult  and  Irregular ;  ftnce,  of  the  Mafs  of 
Mankind,  it  is  about  One  of  Ten. 

Secondly,  That  taking  the  Advantage  of 
the  Age,  Preparation  of  the  Body,  cool  and 
regular  Diet,  &c.  muft  neceftarily  diminidi 
the  Mortality  of  the  Small  Fox  j  which  has 
in  a  manner  forced  Mr ..Majfey  the  Apothe¬ 
cary  to  give  up  the  Queftion  5  and  to  pro¬ 
pose,  to  bring  the  intended  Patient,  at  a 
proper  Age  and  Seafon  of  the  Tear ,  and  after 
due  P reparation  and  Regimen ,  to  Places  of 

F  InfetfioH* 
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Infetlio^,  or  elfe  to  bring  the  Infection  to 
them ;  that  is,  fome  Child,  or  P erf  on  with 
the  P) ifeafe ,  into  fome  Apartment  of  the 
Gentlemans  Houfe,  See.  So  that  Mr.  Majfey 
has  yielded  thefe  Points. 

Firjl,  That  the  Advantage  of  the  Seafon, 
Age,  Preparation,  and  Regimen,  before  one 
has  the  Small  Pox,  will  prevent  the  great 
Mortality  of  the  Difcafc. 

Secondly,  That  it  is  neceffary,  to  prevent 
this  great  Mortality,  that  the  Infedion  fhould 
be  convey'd  to  Perfons  with  the  above-men- 
tion'd  Advantages,  defignedly  andonPurpof  j 
he  being,  it  feems  not  convinced  of  the  Un- 
lawfulnefs  of  this  API  ion,  by  his  Nephew's 
Sermon. 

The  only  Difference  then  betwixt  us  is, 
as  to  the  Method  of  giving  the  Infedion  ; 
in  which,  I  think,  every  ingenuous  Perfori 
ought  to  fubmit  to  Experience :  By  what  al¬ 
ready  appears,  it  will  be  found,  that  the  con¬ 
veying  the  Infection  by  the  Infenfible  Par¬ 
ticles,  is  neither  lb  certain,  fafe,  nor  conve¬ 
nient,  as  that  of  Inoctdation. 

As  to  what  Mr.  Majfey  fays  in  his  Poft - 
fcript,  That  he  was  informed,  but  does  not 
tell  by  whom,  that  Mrs .  Heath  reported, 
that  I  Inoculated  one  of  her  Sons,  when  fhe 
was  abfent ,  and  without  her  Con  frit.  I  be¬ 
lieve  Mrs.  Heath  never  reported  it.  For  flic 
knows,  that  her  two  Sons  were  Inoculated 
*  •  *-  at 
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at  her  Rcquefl,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,* 
and  whilft  /he  was  at  Home :  Nor  do  I  be¬ 
lieve,  that  Dr.  Dimfdell  ever  faid,  what  he 
makes  him  to  fay  ;  That  he  never  had  more 
'Difficulty  in  his  Life,  than  he  had  to  fave 
one  of  thofe  Inoculated  Children :  Since  Dr. 
Dimfdell  muft  acknowledge.  That  he  never 
prefcribed  any  Thing  to  either  of  thofe  Boys 
during  that  Illnefs  ;  nor  did  he  ever  vifit 
them  but  once,  when  I  prevailed  upon  him 
with  great  Difficulty  to  come,  in  order  to 
fee,  and  be  convinced,  that  the  Small  Vox 
were  fairly  raifed  by  Inoculation  5  he  did  not 
then  flay  above  a  Minute  or  two,  nor  ever 
came  back  again. 

It  is  alfc  falfe  in  Fad,  That  Mrs.  Smart 
and  her  Maid  lodged  in  that  Family ;  and 
that  they,  or  either  of  them,  ufed  any  Argu¬ 
ment  with  me  againft  this  Pradice  5  for  they 
lodg’d  in  their  own  diilind  Family,  without 
any  Communication  with  Mrs.  Heath  or  her 
Children ;  nor  did  Mrs.  Smart ,  or  her  Maid, 
ever  fpeak  of  that  Subjed  to  me  ;  and  parti¬ 
cularly,  the  Maid  never  talk’d  with  me  on 
that,  or  any  Thing  elfe,  in  her  whole  Life  : 
It  is  true,  Ihe  caught  the  Small  'Pox,  which 
then  raged  mightily  at  Hertford,  and  dy’d 
of  them  5  but  was  firft  feiz’d  at  the  Meetmg- 
Houfe,  at  a  good  Diilance  from  Home,  and 
had  never  feen  the  Inoculated  Children,  nor 
had  any  Intercourfe  with  that  Family :  Hence 
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Mir.  Maffey  may  fee,  how  little  Credit  is  to 
be  given  to  thefe  Reports;  and  how  much 
his^Credulity  may  have  mif-led  him:  And 
that  inftead  of  Caufa  Caufa,  he  takes  non 


As  to  what  the  Reverend  Mr.  Maffey  has 
faid  in  Defence  of  his  Sermon  ;  I  appeal  to 
the  unprejudic’d  Reader,  Whether  he  has  an- 
fwer’d  what  I  have  publifh’d:  Or  brought  a- 
ny  new  Argument  to  prove,  That  Inflicting 
tDifeafesy  is,  in  it f elf,  an  unlawful  Action.
